Bikes score victory 
in SCAOMP 
proposals 


WESTERVILLE, OHIO, DEC. 15 
Initial indications are that Cali- 
fornia's off-road motorcycles 
have scored a significant victory 
by providing good response to 
the South Coast Air Quality Manage- 
ment Plan (SCAQMP). The proposed 
plan called for extensive reduction in 
the hydrocarbon emissions from off- 
road motorcyclists. So much so that 
industry representatives estimated that 
implementation of the Plan in its 
proposed form would mean the virtual 
elimination of the two-stroke motor- 
cycle in California. 

The motorcycle proposals were 
buried deep in the middle of a large 
tome and went unnoticed until vigilant 
eyes at the Motorcycle Industry Coun- 
cil discovered the Plan that could have 
cost manufacturers as much as $228 

illion assuming the technology could 
be developed. The AMA led user 
groups in opposing the measure by 
mailing over 10,000 individual “alert” 
notices to members in the South Coast 
Area and providing detailed comments 
rom the national office. 

The first indication of possible vic- 
ory were eluded to in a December 15 

ditorial in the Los Angeles Times 


which said in part: “...and off-road 
motorcycle buffs and motorcycle offi- 
cials by far the most organized and 
orceful group came armed with figures 
purportedly showing the cost of pro- 
posed emission controls would severely 
harm the sport and eliminate little 
pollution. 

"Motorcycle advocates may have 
proved their: point. SCAQ staff 
members at the hearing said the infor- 
mation the agency has received in 
recent weeks will probably cause the 
staff to recommend dropping the 
offending emission controls. " 

Staff members. also indicated that 
over 200 letters were received at the 
SCAQ_ offices from motorcyclists 
responding to AMA and MIC mail- 
ings directed to the area. AMA Asso- 
ciate Director of Government Relations 
Rob Rasor stated, "This positive re- 
sponse is one that off-roaders should 
ibe proud of and demonstrates that 
victory can be obtained by using the 
system properly.” 

As the Air Quality Plan is further 
developed, both AMA and MIC will 
be watching to see that motorcycling is 
fairly treated by the Plan. e

“If they will come up with 
$300,000, | believe | can get the rest 
from other sponsors,” said Roberts. 
Roberts pointed out that it had 
cost around $400,000 to race in 
Europe and win the 500cc World 
Championship — and all he got 
back from the race promoters in 
starting money and prize money 
was $20,000. 


One of Roberts’ alternate plans has 
him accepting a tempting offer from 
former Grand National Champion 
Mert Lawwill to race Mert’s Harley- 
Davidsons in dirt track events and 
Yamahas in road races, teaming with 
his friend, Skip Aksland. "Mert's 
Harleys are the fastest, and Skip and I 
get along well. Winning the Number 
One plate back would be no problem," 
said Roberts. If Kenny stays in the 
U.S. he thinks that Barry Sheene 
stands the best chance of taking the 
500cc road racing crown. "Sheene is 
the best. Hartog is only good on the 
road type circuits. He's not so impres- 
sive on the track circuits like Jarama in 
Spain." 


Roberts jetted to Europe to accept 
two golden trophies at a Dec. 9 
motorsport show in Bologna, Italy. 
One was a golden helmet presented 
by the Italian weekly Motosprint 
in recognition of his topping their 
rider of the year poll. The second 
was a golden belt awarded by the 
Swiss paper Powerslide for 
winning their similar poll. 


While Roberts was collecting trophies, 
Suzuki's Wil Hartog. and Virginio 
Ferrari were in Japan testing the 79 
works 500cc GP Suzukis. Both broke 
Barry Sheenes Hamamatsu track 
record with Ferrari the quickest, 1.2 
seconds inside Sheene's best time. 
Hartog, although a second slower than 
Ferrari, was also under Sheene's 
former record time.

Takin' it to the limit 


By Gary Van Voorhis 


Г fully appreciate this year's chase for 
the AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Camel Pro Series crown and Jay 
Springsteen's clinching of his third title, you 
had to be among the over 10,000 fans who jammed 
Gardena, California’s Ascot Park for the final 
National of the year - the championship maker and 
breaker. There have been plenty of “one race” 
championships in past seasons - years where the title 
was decided in the final event. But none like 1978.. 

It was fitting that the National should take place 
only miles from where dreams are put onto film. 
Hollywood couldn't have written a better script or 
programmed a more suspenseful ending. 

Only one slim point - in Springsteen's favor - 
separated the defending champ from challenger 
Steve Eklund. At no time in GNC competition has 
the margin been so slim and placed so much 
emphasis on the outcome of just, one race. But it 
wasn't just one race. It was the race of the season 
and judged by many among riders and fans alike 
as one of the best ever. 

To be sure, there have been Nationals that have 
seen finishes closer than the 20 or so feet that 
separated Springsteen and the crown from Eklund. 
Yet the stakes at Ascot placed it in a class of its 
own. 

The strategy for both was simple: Finish ahead of 
the other and you win the title. You can’t have it 
any simpler than that. Eklund, on the basis of more 
National wins, would take the crown in event of a 
tie on points. 

The Race 

Strangely, there was not as much electricity in 
the air prior to race time as there had been in the 
two previous years when Ascot was also the title 
decider. Rather, it was more a feeling of grim 
determination that hung over the track. 

Eklund, always quiet, seemed even more so as the 
evening wore on. Springsteen, on the other hand, 
was the same outgoing individual he always is, 
leaving one to suspect that he didn't realize the 
gravity of the situation. Don't believe it. 

Springer had spent the previous evening checking 
out how the speedway crowd does their thing, 
taking it easy and talking it up. Eklund preferred 
the business of helping to work on his bikes - he had 
a spare mount for the event. 

Eklund's pit.was the scene of studied activity, 
with not only tuner Tom Hasler digging in, but also 
engine builder Jim Belland and added help George

Vukmanovich — better known for his road race 
tuning talents — on hand. 

It was busines as usual - if the situation could be 
called that - in Springsteen's pit, with tuner Bill 
Werner looking unconcerned despite all the 
pressure. 

Both easily made the National by winning their 
respective heats. Springsteen did his in run-away 
style, while Eklund spent most of the time fighting 
for his position on the front row of the National. 
Eklund's start in his heat race was true to the form 
he had followed during the season of being cautious 
and slow, leaving him to play catch-up for most of 
the event. 

If there was a chink in Eklund's armor, it was his 
starting technique: Springsteen has always been a 
fast gater and looked to do the same here. The 
speculation was that the title might be won or lost 
on the starting line. 

Eklund's confidence was hardly shaken, though, 
as he was the first rider in the pre-grid area: rolling 
up before the riders were called. The moment of 
truth had arrived. 

The 7 minutes, 38.55 seconds that followed the 
green starting light of the National were perhaps 
more exciting than any race run. 

It was a classic confrontation of style, of privateer 
versus factory, of challenger versus champion. In 
the end, it was the fans who won, All eyes were 
riveted on the battle, even those of some of the 
racers. 


"Hey, that was such a race," said Steve Morehead 
afterwards, "that for once I actually wished I was a 
spectator." There were those at the track who 
would have bet that you couldn't find a person who 
could tell you who had finished fifth. Many 
couldn't even say who had finished third. It was 
that riveting a battle. 

The title appeared to be won at the start. 
Springsteen got away clean, while Eklund found 
himself bottled up in traffic - that was the decider, 
although the race was far from over. 

Racing like there was no tomorrow, Springsteen 
literally demanded that the track defeat him. 
Diving deeper into corners than ought to be 
possible and letting it all hang out, Springsteen set 
out on a ride guaranteed to win him the admiration 
of everyone at the track for his skill, style and 
determination. 

However, the ragged edge between victory and 
defeat was crossed by Springsteen at least three 
times maybe more without consequence, 





although he admitted later that he was at a loss to 
explain how he saved his first tank slapper. 

Meanwhile, Eklund put to use his calm, business- 
like riding style, chose his lines and crept closer to 
Springer and the title, as the pair left everyone else 
behind in the closing laps. 

But Jay failed to give in or give up on his goin’ for 
it style and Eklund could not close the gap in his 
final lap charge. There are those who would say the 
if the race were longer, the outcome would have 
been different. Ther are plenty of if's, but they are 
no longer relevant. 


The Season , 

The 1978 season is hard to categorize. Conten- 
ders abounded where there weren't any before. 
Those who should have had the best shot at un- 
seating Springsteen from his throne were themselves 
upset. Controversy clouded a number of events. 
Gary Scott continued claiming motorcycles until an 
uneasy peace was negotiated. 

It was a year when the predictable became un- ^^ 
predictable, when the only sure thing was that 
someone would win and someone would lose, when 
the mighty Harley-Davidson factory effort fell on its 
collective orange and black posterior and -was 
upstaged on the field of battle that should have 
been its domain. 

It was also a season during which Gary Scott 
accused Jay Springsteen of using drugs before his 
win at Louisville. Springsteen was cleared through 
a medical examination, but the accusation had 
been cast, and although cleared of the charge, he 
spent the last half of the season listening to fans boo 
him at every National. : 

Looking at 1978 closely, one might note that we 
may never have another year where the odds will be 
more in favor of a privateer upsetting a factory 
backed rider. Far from being superior, Spring- 
steen's Harley-Davidson-backed mounts and those 
of teammates Corky Keener and Ted Boody were 
on a par with the common folk - the ones looking to 
whip the factory - for a majority of the races. On 
the miles where factory should rule, they were 
reduced in all but one instance to playing follow the 
leader instead of being the one followed. Strange. 

Rumors floated around that with the motocross 
program H-D had embarked upon, the dirt track 
effort was under-budgeted. That notion was dis- 
missed by Bill Werner, Springsteen's tuner and an 
11-year veteran of the racing department. "If there 
was a budget cutback, I didn't know about it or feel 
it. Even if we had the additional budget of the 
motocross team I doubt that our results would have 
been altered. It boils down to the fact that we are a 
union shop. We can work only so many hours a day 
at the plant and we have to go through a basic 
system of channels to get things like flow bench 
time done. Guys like Mert (Lawwill) and Carl 
(Patrick) are much less restricted in their 
approach to finding what will work and what won't. 
However, their success didn't come overnight on | 
finding the winning combination for the miles.” 

Lawwill, when questioned on his secret for out- 
running the factory bikes and just about everyone 
else, jokingly said, "I guess I use the right spark 
plugs." 

The Hustlers 

Other names stand out on the Camel Pro Series 
circuit, ones who didn't make the top ten, yet 
hustled their way through the season and left an 
impression. 

Alex Jorgensen, a bona fide lover of Ascot if ever 
there was one, won two Nationals there — the May 
half mile on Ron Woods' immaculate "Red Baron" 
Norton, and the TT on his Jorgy's-sponsored 
antique BSA. 


The wins marked the first time a British twin had 
won a half mile in four years, while his TT success 
kept alive the British tradition and broke Gary 
Scott's string of successive TT wins at Ascot at five. 

Chuck Joyner didn't let the fact that he didn't 
have a bike stop him when he set his sights on 
winning the Peoria TT after failing to make the - 
National at Castle Rock, an event he has literally - 
called his own for the past four years. 5 

Joyner borrowed a bike from his buddy Randy” 
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rookie in ‘77, Garth Brow slides along with them.

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Skiver and proceeded to win rather easily and score 
his only CPS points of the season. "Without friends, 
where would I be?" questioned Joyner afterwards. 
"I owe this one to Randy." Elation, in this case was 
contagious. 

Terry Poovey is a scrapper. Raised on the rough 
and tumble, no-quarter-asked short tracks of 
Texas, he carries the same tactics to all his racing. 


. Sometimes with consequence. He was fined $50 at 


Pittsburgh for rough riding. At Indy, earlier in the 
year, he was involved in a heated shouting match 
with Corky Keener. "My bones will heal quicker 
than yours," he taunted Keener, who felt that 
Poovey's riding was less than sportsmanlike. 

Plagued with slow bikes for most of the season, 
Poovey still tallied 17 point finishes, including two 
third place rides. 

Although one of the lightest riders on the circuit, 
"Pooh Bear," as he is known, has a throttle hand 
that won't quit. But it wasn't until he hooked up 
with tuner/sponsor Tex Peel at the end of the 
season that Poovey really came into his own and 
proved that with the right bikes, he is a rider to 
watch. Poovey wasn't spectacular, but he was 
almost always in the hunt. 

Billy Schaeffer found a sponsor in Corky Keener 
and proved that he can keep on keeping on with the 
best of them. In addition to winning the Expert title 
in the Eastern Regional Championships, Schaeffer 
enjoyed finishing in the top 20 and turned in a 
career high by finishing second at Pittsburgh. 

Scott Pearson, a promising rookie in 1977, saw 
that season come to an abrupt end at Daytona. 
Pearson sat out the rest of the year vowing to make 
up for lost time in '78. 

Although he started slow, not scoring any points 
in the first eight dirt events, Pearson mounted a late 
season charge to finish 15th in the final standings, 
topped by a fourth in the Syracuse Mile. "It took 
me almost half the season to get back into the swing 
of things," said Pearson. "1979 will be a lot 
different." 


The Rookies 

It was a slow year for rookie Experts, devoid of 
any of the spectacular displays of talent that 
characterized Springsteen's debut or that of Eklund 
or of Boody or of Brow. 

In contrast, this was the year of seeing who would 
stay healthy and who could keep their machinery 
together. 

Lance Jones, who took the Rookie of the Year 
honors, and Don Bailey, who finished in third just a 
scant point behind runner-up Eddie Lawson, each 









spend almost eight weeks healing from leg injuries. 
Lawson, meanwhile, was plagued with fighting the 
overwhelming Harley-Davidson odds against his 
Yamaha. There was little drama, and the best 
finishes of the three were fifth place rides by Bailey 
in the Houston short track and Lawson in the Santa 
Fe TT. Jones’ highest finish was a seventh in the 
night Indy Mile. 

1978 had all the makings of a great year for 
Lance Jones. He had consistently outrun and 
outrode any and all comers in his Junior year and 
had landed a solid sponsorship package for '78. But 
the jump to Expert had been a big one, and sorting 
out new bikes as well as the psychological warfare 
that a rookie endures proved almost more of a load 
than Jones could handle. At one point he tried the 
services of a hypnotist to bolster his confidence. 
(Terry Poovey, among others, also used the 
service.) 

Jones, however, remained the solid choice of 
most throughout the year. Prior to the Indy Mile, 
Jones had expressed confidence in his winning 
rookie honors. “I know I’m going to win it, so why 
bother worrying. Eddie and Don may have good 
Yamahas, but there is still no match for being on a 
Harley. If I hadn’t broken my ankle hang gliding 
before Denver, it would have been a lot different.” 

Of the three, Eddie Lawson is the quietest, the 
most reserved, and the one who seems to shun the 
limelight. Polite to almost a fault, one wonders how 
he has the tenacity to race. It was competition that 
transformed Lawson into an aggressive go-getter, 
who rode the wheels off his Yamaha to make up for 
a lack of horsepower. 

Lawson, who started out the season with a tenta- 
tive sponsorthip from Shell Thuet which was 
dependent on how well he did, proved himself 
enough in early events to merit a full year's 
backing. 

The transformation from Junior to Expert and 
being a decided Yamaha underdog in a sea of 
Harley riders did not shake Lawson's faith in his 
ability. However, racing takes money, and when 
you aren't making any, it is hard to go on. "We're 
heading back west," Lawson had said after Indy. “I 
want to be ready for the last two Nationals and 
make some money. It’s been a long season. I feel 
that I should do good at Ascot.” 

Lawson didn't score at Ascot, but he was smiling, 
“Next year,” he said, “Next year.” 

For almost half of the 1978 season the question 
was “Don, who?” Don Bailey, while relatively well 
known in northern California, did not get the 
publicity of either Jones of Lawson in his Junior 





* year. Yet he was good enough to lure Harry Lillie, a 
tuner with a reputation of tweaking a mean 王 
Yamaha, out of semi-retirement from the circuit. 

Bailey, outgoing and talkative, established him- 
self quickly with a fifth in the Houston short track. 
Later in the season, while competing in a Western 
Regional Championship event, he suffered a badly 
gashed leg. The time off gave his tuner time to sort 
out frame problems, and the work appeared to pay 
off, although the Harley odds were always against 
him. 

Bailey, new to road racing, used the season to get 
his Novice advancement points. He turned up at 
the September Loudon event, picked up his final 
points in his heat race, then loaded up the road 
racer, unloaded his short track bike, and cherry- 
picked gas money. 

The highlight of the season for both Bailey and 
Lillie was at Syracuse. Actually all they did was 
make the National; the first and only time a 
Yamaha sat on the grid at a mile National all year.: 

"It's been a year of learning for both of us," said 
Bailey at Ascot. "Now I want to put that learning to 
use." 


On the pavement 

The battle on the pavement in the Camel Pro 
Series looked like an easy run for Skip Aksland. 
Aksland, Kenny Roberts strongest contender in 
1977, seemed to be a sure bet for the throne vacated 
by Roberts’ departure for the World Champion- 
ship. However, Aksland's injury after a third at 
Daytona and a win at Loudon threw the ball to 
Mike Baldwin and Dale Singleton. ^ 

Baldwin put his DNF at Daytona behind him, 
parted ways with his sponsor for that event, and 
returned to doing things his way as a privateer. 
Baldwin, although normally quiet and somewhat a 
shunner of the limelight, took every opportunity 
available to say that he took all the credit for his 
success, and if he failed, the blame for that. 

But Baldwin didn't fail. With a pair of seconds at 
the two Loudon events and wins at Sears Point and 
Pocono, he emerged as the U.S. Road Racing 
Champion. He also became somewhat of a hero in 
Europe via a brilliant individual performance in 
the World Team Cup Races in Italy, and then 
turned in a stunning ride to win the final F750 
World Championship round in Canada. 

In one short season Baldwin had dispelled his 
image of a crasher and one who takes whatever risks 
necessary to do the best possible. He emerged from 
the season as an example to many of what single- 
minded dedication, talent and determination can 
do. 

Dale Singleton also ended up in the DNF column 
for Daytona. A clogged gas tank breather vent cost 
him what he felt was a sure shot at a top three 
placing, following a front row start. "It's a 
bummer,” said Singleton afterward. “I had the 
track wired with all the tire testing I had done prior 
to the event. All I can do is forget it and get on with 
the program.” 

Singleton did just that and hounded Baldwin for 
the rest of the season, placing fifth at the spring 
Loudon, followed by a pair of thirds at Sears Point 
and Pocono (behind Gene Romero both times) and 
then winning the final Loudon event. 

“Once you win a National,” said Singleton after 
Loudon, “everything becomes easier. It’s like 
breaking through an imaginary barrier.” Unfor- 
tunately, just two weeks later he suffered a shoulder 
injury in the U.S. round of the F750 World 
Championship, that hampered his performance 
later in the World Team Cup event. 

Others, like Gene Romero, Randy Mamola, 
David Aldana and John Long kept Baldwin and 
Singleton on their toes. Romero and Aldana 
remain the old masters, while Mamola is an up and 
comer, and Long seemed to always be there. 

Two unfamiliar names on the pavement showed 
style and promise. Steve Eklund and Steve More- 
head didn't set the world on fire, but each showed 
that with a little practice they could turn in above 
average rides. While Morehead admits to liking 
road racing, the exact opposite is true for Eklund. 
He was not afraid to say that it scares him, and that 
if it wasn't a part of the championship, he wouldn't 
be out there. 

One racer absent from the action after the first 
Loudon event was Gary Nixon. Plagued with a rash 
of engine seizures at Daytona, courtesy of the re- 
strictor plate rule, an uninspired ride at Loudon, 
and lack of financial backing, Nixon chose to sit 
out the rest of the year. However, Nixon did taste 
the thrill of victory with a win in the Lightweight 
Expert event at Loudon before an enthusiastic 
crowd. He was their hero and collected a meager 
$365 for his winning ride. е 
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There was a time in 
the middle of the season 
when Jay Springsteen 
said that he wished the 
year was over. He was 
tired and things weren't 
going well. Although 
he was in the midst of 
his. best ever season, 
the booing of the 
crowds - to a rider who 
has always been cheered 
- was an unfamiliar ex- 
perience. 

i Gary Scott's protest 
that Springsteen had used drugs prior to his victory 
in the Louisville National deeply bothered him. 

"T'Il pee in a bottle any time Scott wants me to," he 
said bitterly a few weeks later. "I don't need any- 
thing to make me go fast." However, the booing of 
the fans did not stop. 

Springsteen is one of the most mild-mannered 
riders around. He is rarely flustered and seldom lets 
his temper show. Yet at Indianapolis where he fell 
17 points behind Eklund he allowed his blood to 
boil when he failed to make one of the Nationals 
a 10 lap battle in the semi. The confrontation be- 
tween Springer and his tuner was a shouting match 
that cleared the air and let Springsteen vent some of 
the pent-up anger he had kept inside. In doing so, 
it marked a turning point. From there to the end of 
the season, it was one for all and all for one. 
Number One, that is. 

"Jay doesn't really ride that hard unless he's the 
underdog,” said Werner at the end of the season. 

“Now that doesn’t mean that he isn’t riding hard 
the rest of the time, because Jay always gives it 
100%. But there are times like the Syracuse Mile 
and Ascot where he reaches inside and comes up 
with another 2595. He's so good, yet I don't believe 
that he has reached his potential and probably 


won't for a few more years. Не s still learning.” 
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It took what seemed 
like hours for Steve 
Eklund to get to the 
winner's circle ceremo- 
ny at Ascot. There was 
bitter disappointment 
in his eyes, 
weight of a long season 
sem seemed to be resting 
on his shoulders. His 
quietness betrayed his 
thoughts. 

What had been a 
brilliantly fought bat- 

=j tle spanning the entire 
year had come up 20 feet too short when it counted 
most. "In a situation like this," said someone in 
Eklund's pit, "it's tougher on your mind and ego to 
finish second rather than get thoroughly trounced.” 

Of all the challenges by a privateer on the factory 
in recent years, Eklund's was the most strategically 
organized. Fresh engines were air freighted in for 
almost every race. Eklund and tuner, Tom Hasler, 
had a base of operations in Illinois that allowed 
them to relax between races and devote all their 
time to bike preparation, while engine builder Jim 
Belland tuned in winning combinations in San 
Francisco. 

In retrospect, it could be said that Eklund might 
have defeated himself with two costly mistakes: 
Pulling off the track at Loudon while running 
ninth, thus picking up no points, and the decision 
change to a fresh engine after winning his semi at 
Syracuse, while holding a 17 point advantage in the 
Standings, and being disqualified for not being on 
the line and running on time. “Do what you have to 
to win,” said one Syracuse observer, “but know the 
rules, and above all know the referee and how he 
thinks.’ 

Six National wins, a sweep of Houston and a 
superb season; Steve Eklund has nothing to be 
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1978 should go down 
as the year in which 
Hank Scott finally put 
everything together. 
Consistancy, the type 
that puts you on the 
tally sheet 18 times in 
23 dirt track Nationals 
with three mile wins 
and a total of six trips 
to the winner's circle in 
seven events on the mile 
was Scott's mark. It was 
worth third in the final 
standings. 

"It's taken a long time,” said Scott shortly after 
his back-to-back Sacramento and DuQuoin Mile 
National wins, "to really get everything clicking. 
Carl Patrick, my tuner, has it all dialed in and we're 
going to give Springsteen and Eklund hell." As it 
turned out, Scott's consistency was overshadowed 
by that of Jay and Steve, but he was always there 
lurking in the shadows, looking for a way to move 
closer to the top. 

Perhaps the highlight .of Scott's season was 
turning in a qualifying lap of just over 100 mph at 
DuQuoin, the first rider ever to do so on the mile. 

When it counted most, Scott produced. His 
eagerness to show everyone that he was a bona fide 
contender for the title, combined with an ego that 
only winning could soothe; made Scott a threat on 
any track. 

Hank, who has largely been overshadowed by his 
brother Gary, served notice than now the shoe may 
be on the other foot and that he is the one to watch. 


Ted Boody started out 
the season vowing not to 
make the same mistakes 
he had made in '77. 
| "Last year I started slow 
and finished strong,” 
said Boody at Houston. 
“This year I intend to 
start strong and not let 
up.” 

| Boody stayed close to his 
word, but in the crucial 
season-ending races 
when he and Hank 
Scott were deadlocked 
in a battle for third in the standings, Boody came 
up a day late and a dollar short. In the final three 
events - Pittsburgh, San Jose and Ascot - Boody 
could only manage 12th, 6th, and 13th place 
finishes, while Scott came on strong with a pair of 
3rds and a 6th. Goodbye, third place. 

Headstrong as ever, Boody time and again ran 
against the grain of Harley honcho Dick O’Brien 
with his attitude of knowing as much or more than 
the tuner responsible for bikes. 


Although his consistency was rewarded with 19 
Camel Pro Series point-scoring rides and seven trips 
to the winner's circle, Boody was less than happy 
with the season. He had not won a National, 
although he had placed second four times and he 
had not been able to hold off Scott. 


Boody has never scored high marks for being 
humble. He is good and he knows it. Still, when the 
chips were down, he had failed to produce. While 
gladly taking all credit for success, Boody likes to 
spread the responsibility for failure around. 


The hunger and drive along with talent on all 
form of dirt track competition is there in large 
enough portions to have the making of a future 
Grand National Champion. Yet Boody continues to 
be his own worst enemy. When he conquers his 
problems, xp watch out. 
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Oftentimes there seems 
to be a jinx on second- 
year Experts. Garth 
Brow did not fall into 
that category. His was 
a.graphic example of 
what a rider can do 
when riding an excep- 
tional piece of machin- 
ery and what one can 
do when one's machin- 
ery is not up to par.

When he was hot, occasionally on his own machine- 
ery, but more often on Mert Lawwill tuned bikes, 
he was hot. Although Brow scored points in only 12 
events, nine of those finishes were in the top four 
spots, with three of them wins on the mile, 
including a sweep of both San Jose events and a 
one-two tally at the back-to-back Indy Nationals. 

Brow, like many other riders, was sometimes a 
little impatient, trying to win an event in the first 
few laps. That was his undoing at Ascot in the final 
half mile of the year, when he became the first 
rider to dip into the 21-second mark during quali- 
fying. Brow, who had won there in '77 and scored a 
third place finish earlier in the year, looked like a 
candidate to play the role of spoiler in the Spring- 
steen-Eklund confrontation. Overeagerness on the 
second lap of his heat left Brow a spectator. 

"Yes, I got a little anxious," said Brow after his 
fall, “and I wish I hadn't, but that’s racing. I had a 
good year. Sure, it could have been better, and it 
probably would have if I could have ridden Mert's 
bikes all the time. I'll just have to try a little harder 
in 79.” 
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Gary Scott would like 
to forget 1978. “Prob- 
lems, I had nothing but 
problems,” said a ra- 
j ther disgusted Scott 
| before getting shut out 
of a slot in the National 
at Pittsburgh. "There

I = wasn't ready for this year. But what has hap- 
pened isn't going to bother me. 

Scott then professed to be already at work on 
plans for 1979. “There’s one person I know I can 
depend on,” continued Scott, “and that’s me. I may 
not be able to build engines to run as fast, but I 
know that they will work and that I won't have any 
worries like I had this year." 

After five years in the top three in the final 
standings, Scott dropped to a dismal - for a rider so 
talented - sixth. Many felt Scott didn't have his 
mind on racing, but rather on a personal vendetta 
against Harley-Davidson. When he couldn't get 
parts, he tried to claim bikes. When Harley loaded 
the odds in their favor on claims by providing riders 
with certified company checks for counter-claims, 
he went to his lawyer. 

The lawsuit, the claiming and a new tactic, that of 
a protest against Springsteen for alleged drug use 
before the Louiseville National, all came to a head 
after that event. A shadow of doubt was cast on 
Springsteen, Scott successfully claimed Jay's 
winning bike, and Harley - in two weeks - found a 
channel by which Scott could get his parts. 

However, far from having solved problems, the 
Springsteen affair made Scott the “bad guy” instead 
of the “good guy,” and he spent the rest of the 
season shunned by all but his closest friends. “I 
know I did the right thing,” Scott would say later, 
"but I didn't think it would turn out like this.” 
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The turning point for 
Steve Morehead which 
Í led to a brilliant late- 
season charge to seventh 
place in the final Camel 
Pro Series standings, 
his first National win 
(Pittsburgh), and a 
| quartet of top-five 
| finishes in the last five 
events was a broken 
bone. It wasn't More- 
head's but Doug Sehl's. 


Sehl, having broken 

t a bone in his left ankle 
after the ‘Sau Jose half mile, let Morehead ride his 
bike. A partnership was quickly formed after More- 
head finished third and fourth, respectively, at the 
Sacramento and DuQuoin miles. Sehl's tuning 
talents, combined with Morehead's eagerness to 
prove that he was a winner, made the pair a solid 
threat in the final races of the season. 

The culmination of the effort came at Pittsburgh 
where Morehead did a 20-lap green-light-to- 
checkered-flag trick for his first National win. It 
couldn't have happened at a better time, for the 
stands were loaded with friends, family and fans. 
"The champagne," said Morehead, "never tasted so 
good." 

But that wasn't the end of Morehead's good 
fortune.in 1978, for less than two month later he 
received a call at his Findlay, Ohio home from 
Harley-Davidson's Dick O'Brien asking him to 
come to the factory for a talk. 

“I asked him if he wanted to be a member of the 
team," said O'Brien later. "He said he needed a 
little time to think about it - about 60 seconds." 


For Morehead, it was a dream come true. "I've 
been dreaming about getting a Harley factory ride 
for a long, long time," said Morehead. "Now that 
I've got it, I can't believe it. Hey, it feels great."

Keener has been a mainstay of the Harley team 
for the past four years, lending an air of maturity 
and class. But in those seasons the complexion of 
racing has changed more and more. The cushion 
tracks which were scarce them are almost non- 
existant now. To a cushion rider like Keener, the 
almost total change to narrow groove, follow the 
leader racing has been an unwelcome one. 

As the rider representative for dirt track, Keener 
campaigned for rider safety throughout the season - 
an item which he feels is the most important one 
facing the competitor.- 


One of the most popular riders on the circuit, 
Keener is still a threat on any mile of half mile 
despite those riders who think that his graying hair 
has slowed his throttle hand and ability to mix it up 
with the best.

Skip Aksland was tou- 
ted at the beginning of 
the year as having the 
best all around pro- 
gram to unseat Spring- 
steen from his cham- 
pionship title. Already 
acknowledged as one 
of the best road racers 
in the. U.S., Aksland 
| had come into his own 
on the dirt and had 
proven that he was one 
of a select group of riders capable of doing well in 
every facet of AMA Grand National Championship 
racing. 

However, having the talent to do well and having 
the machinery to do the job are two different 
things. 

Aksland, though, had the job well in hand. Well 
enough, in fact, to slip past both Eklund and 
Springsteen and into the top spot in the standings 
just five races into the season. 

Then disaster struck in the form of a separated 
shoulder at the Santa Fe TT. Aksland has fragile 
bones and he knows it. “Everytime I get a chance to 
run with the ball,” he said at a party later that 
night after being treated and trussed up, “I seem to 
fumble it. You don't get many chances like I had 
this season. My dirt track program was strong and I 
was learning a little more about riding the Harley 
every time I got on it. As strong as my road racing 
program was, I think that I would have been a 
constant threat to Springsteen and Eklund. I can’t 
say that I could have taken the championship away, 
and we'll probably never know." 

Aksland returned to action and again was 
injured. Although not in top shape, Aksland made 
a second return for the last two dirt events of the 
season and scored enough points to hang onto ninth 
in the final standings. Not too bad for a guy who 
rode less than half the season. What would have 
happened if he hadn't gotten hurt?

More than once during the season Kidd allowed 
that he couldn't believe that all this was happening 
to him - that he had such grand plans for the 
season, and that he was finally going to have the 
machinery to prove to everyone just how good à 
rider he was. But the worst part was the money, for 
without the sponsorship, he was reduced to sup- 
porting himself on his own funds, which were less 
than adequate. "I' m probably $10,000 or more in 
the hole right now," said Kidd midway through the 
year, "and we still have a lot more races to go. 

Still. he kept the faith. "You're going to be sur- 
prised when you find out. who my sponsor is. 
They've told me that even if there is one race left 
when the problems are worked out that I'll get the 
support I've been waiting for all year." 

Unfortunately, that didn't happen. Anyone who 
has been in the armed forces knows that a feeling of 
"hurry up and wait" gets into everything they do. 
Only Kidd didn't have to spend two or four years to 
find that out. Perhaps in 79 his pot of gold will 
come through.

Was Bob Hannah the 
oa E

esults from the 1978 AMA/ 

Mr. PiBB 125/250/500cc 
National Championship Series 
are in, and they were predictable 
to say the least. Indications of what 
might happen during the '78 racing 
season began showing up two years ago 
in the 1976 Florida Winter-AMA MX 
Series. That was the year Bob Hannah 
and Rick Burgett made their first 
official appearances as members of 
Yamaha's all-rookie team. 

I, remember covering the Florida 
Series that year and couldn't believe 
how blindingly fast and unbelievably 
wild the two were. They spent the 
entire four-race series crashing and 
careening into each other in the Open 
class, with Bob eventually spending a 
little less time in the sand between get- 
offs to take the Florida Series Cham- 
pionship over his teammate. It was 
there that I gave them their nicknames, 
Hurricane and Lumberjack. 

Both riders had exhibited a desire to 
win that seemed rare among the well- 
paid factory stars they were competing 
against. On this one count alone I 
pegged Hannah in particular as 
having the potential to be the best 
rider in America. At the time, unfor- 
tunately, no one believed me or Bob, 
who after having won the Florida 
Series crashed his brains out in the 
Supercross Series which followed, 
trying to do more than was expected of 
him by anyone but himself. 

Then came the 125cc National and 
the dramatic confrontation between 
Hannah and motorock’s superhero 
Marty Smith. It was also the year of 
Yamaha's controversial OW-27 water- 
cooled works bike. Most people 
thought Smith couldn't be beaten, but 
when Bob went on to take away Mar- 
ty's crown that year, the reaction was 
that Bob had a much better bike than 
|Marty's Honda. No one believed, that 
his Yamaha was actually a worse bike 
than Martys Honda in that the 
Yamaha was heavier, handled like a 
truck, and probably wasn't any faster 
at all. : 

The 1976 season finally concluded 
on an up note for Hannah when he 
|won the final Trans-AMA race of the 
year in Phoenix, Arizona. Until that 
time a first-year rookie had never 
beaten the likes of DeCoster, Lackey 
land DiStefano in the Trans-AMA MX 
Series. 


1977 would be the year the critics of 
otocross tried to deflate the Hur- 
ricane’s wind, since the kid seemed 
ore concerned about winning races 
han playing up to anyone else's ego. 
e became the first factory rider on a 
Japanese team to race a literally box- 
Btock production bike, using a YZ- 
250D to win the Florida Series, 
Daytona and the remainder of the 
Bupercross Series with an unpreceden- 
ed winning streak. 
» When the outdoor Nationals began, 
Hannah was the only rider who opted 
to race all three classes despite the con- 
flicting dates for some events which 
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-^would make it hard -to win a cham-- | 


pionship. Despite the difficult, if not 
impossible schedule, Bob showed him- 
self capable of winning on any size 
bike at any race, and only mechanical 
breakdowns prevented him from win- 
ning one or all three National Cham- 
pionships. It was difficult for him to 
have to help teammate Broc Glover 
win the 125cc National Championship 
at the San Antonio final, when 
throughout the Series he had proven 
he was faster. And in the final 500cc 
National at St. Petersburg, he had to 
sit next to his broken bike as Marty 
Smith coasted past with enough points 
to claim the 500cc title. The only time 
Hannah lost a 250cc National was 
when the bike broke as well. 


The 1977 Trans-AMA Series might 
have been the redemption to the whole 
situation. Hannah battled Suzuki's 
Roger DeCoster week after week, but 
althought Bob posted more moto wins 
than Roger throughout the Trans- 
AMA Series, the championship went 
to Roger for the fourth straight year 
due to a perfect finishing record while 
Bob suffered two DNFs. The critics 
said the breakdowns were Hannah's 
fault, that he was too hard on equip- 
ment. They wouldn't concede that the 
bikes weren't up to the task, or that 
Hannah was racing so many events it 
was impossible for one mechanic to 
maintain his fleet of bikes and drive 
them across the United States each 
weekend to the next race. 


But the 1978 motocross season in 
America was finally Hannah's oppor- 
tunity to prove himself once and for all 
as the best. A long winter layoff and 
the use, once again, of a production 
Yamaha which was no longer com- 


petitive against the newer CR-250 |- 


Hondas saw Bob pulling off a slow 
start in the AMA/Toyota Supercross 
Series. By the third race of the series, 
though, he was aboard a new OW-38B 
works bike, and at the Houston 


‘Astrodome began pulling off an 


unprecedented 22 straight moto 
winning streak which carried over into 
the 250cc Nationals. Within no time 


.at all the Supercross Series and the 


250cc National Championship had 
fallen to Hurricane. 


Along the way he turned in much 
criticized rides in events like the 
United States rounds of the 125cc and 
250cc Grand Prix, the Trophee and 
Motocross des Nations in Europe. 
Each race he came close to winning, 
yet his enthusiasm threw caution away 
and he found himself involved in 
crashes which eventually cost him the 
wins. Hannah did clinch the win at the 
Motorcycle Olympiad, a two-day 
motorcycle free-for-all at Saddleback 
in southern California, where he 
emerged the overall top rider in a 
variety of events. 


. Bob's most important victory came 
this past fall, in the Trans-AMA 
Series, where he became the first 
American to ever win the series in its 
nine year history. Competition from 
the established stars like DeCoster and 
Lackey may have been half-hearted, 
but Bob deserves even more credit 
than is usually given him for always 
putting on a one-hundred percent at- 
tempt to win every time he swings his 
leg over the saddle. 

The only thing which prevented 
1978 from becoming a runaway year 
for Hannah was the AMA's new 
National Championship system, which

displacement class. This left the 125cc 
and 500cc class titles up for grabs, and 
as it so happened, it was two other 
Team Yamaha riders who had 
something to prove in taking those 
Championships. Broc Glover made the 
"78 125cc Nationals his first earned 
title, though the opposition was cer- 
tainly reduced with Hannah and 
LaPorte relegated to different classes, 
and early points leader Mark Barnett 
eliminated midway through the Series 
due to an injury. 

Rick Burgett was more than honest 
in his reasons for garnering the 500cc 
title, which included the incentive of 
reduced opposition from other factory 
riders because of the class-split and the 
fact his contract with Yamaha was 
reaching it end. Still, both Broc and 
Rick deserve strong credit for working 
for their victories, displaying incentive 
which could only have rubbed off from 
teammate Hannah. 

This incentive was almost like a 
fever burning its way into other 
Yamaha riders as well, like Rex 
Staten, who rode hard enough to post 
wins in both the 500cc Nationals and 
the Trans-AMA Series and earn him- 
self a permanent position with the 
team for the 1979 season. 

Nothing must have burned the 

other factory teams more than the 
Yamaha advertisements which began 
appearing towards the end of the year 
touting “The only place you'll see a 
Number One plate is on a Yamaha.” 

The strange thing was, there were 
other riders who could have beaten 
Yamaha's riders but didn’t - except for 
moments of rare occasion. Among 
these riders was Marty Tripes who was 
certainly as fast as Hannah when he 


ng one | wanted to be. But the times of wanting 


to be were few and far between, He 
should have beaten Hannah for the 
Supercross title after pulling out a 
huge points lead at the beginning, but 
then he just sat back and watched as 
Bob narrowed the margin and then 
pulled away, with Marty hardly put- 
ting up a fight at races like Pittsburgh 
and New Orleans. A rider with the 
true desire to win wouldn't have given 
up a "secure" 20-second lead in a 
Supercross event. 

But if Marty was apathetic to win- 
ning, so were others. Honda's Marty 
Smith and Tommy Croft were shoe-ins 
for the 500cc National Championship 
and blew it by not trying. Marty may 
have been scared after his Houston 
Supercross injury, but the same 
disasterous weekend hurt Jimmy Ellis 
and didn't prevent him from coming 
back to win a National and tie Tripes 
for the Unadilla GP win. T 

In fact, there were so many half. 
hearted attempts by so many of the top 
factory riders this past year, it, just 
might be for the better not to point out 
why they lost races. Instead, leave 
Team Yamaha as a winning example 
of what can be done when riders want 
to try. 

A pat on the back goes to Brad 
Lackey for his outstanding perfor- 
mance in the 500cc World Champion: 
ships where he took second overall 
behind Heikki Mikkola. It was disap 
pointing to see Brad withdraw himself 
from what could have been an invin- 
cible American Motocross and 
Trophees des. Nations team, though, 
due to claimed injuries, which cer- 
tainly didn’t prevent him from ap: 
pearing to race at big money local 
races in California on the same dates; 
Nor were the implications of Brad's 
withdrawing from the Trans-AMA 
Series at Buchanan after placing 
second overall behind Hannah, once 
again claiming his injuries need to 
heal, fully understood until a couple of 
weeks later when it became known he 
would sign with Kawasaki for the 
following year. 

The Trans-AMA Series was the 
emergence of two new stars. The first 
was Husqvarna's Chuck Sun, who 
proved that he could handle an Open 
class bike with enough skill that he will 
certainly be a top contender for 
America in the 1979 500cc World 
Championships. 

The other rider, of course, is Darrell 
Shultz, the rider who appeared out of 
nowhere in one season on the National 
circuit to win the final Trans-AMA 
race of the year aboard a Maico and 
become the hottest new prospect for 


the 1979 season. Not since Bob Han- 
nah appeared on the scene three years 
ago has there been a rider so sincere 
and dedicated to the sport of 
motocross as Shultz. 

Team Suzuki has signed Darrell 
Shultz for 1979, but it is disappointing 
to see them scheduling him for the 
250cc Nationals against Hannah, 
Darrell may pull off a few wins, but in 
the Open class he would have a much 
better chance of pulling off a cham: 
pionship. 

My predictions for the coming year 
aren't too difficult. Bob Hannah will 
continue to dominate motocross in 
America by winning the Florida Win- 
ter-AMA Series, the Supercross Series; 
the 250cc Nationals and the Trans- 
AMA Series once again. His op- 
position may even be reduced as he 
picks up even more speed for his’ 
assault on the 500cc World Cham: 
pionship in 1980. In the pickings 
which are left, Suzuki's Mark Barnett 
might just pull off the 125cc National 
Championship from Broc Glover, 
while in the 500cc class you can expect 


to see a determined battle between

500cc Grand Prix 
road racing champ! World Champion! 

Team Roberts had several goals in 
mind. They all spoke of winning three 
World Championships, but all 
emphasized that winning the “big one” 
— the 500cc crown — was what all 
their work was directed toward. They 
found out by mid-season that winning 
all three titles was a bit more difficult 
than they had realized. Dropped was 
their 250cc campaign, and although 
they contested the Formula 750cc 
series down to the end, that title went 
to Venezuelan and factory Yamaha 
rider Johnny Cecotto. But the "big 
one" was KR's damn near from the 


start. He showed up at Daytona with 
the ever-present Goodyear cap on top 
of his shock of sandy blond hair. But 
this Goodyear cap was different — the 
bill was covered with "scrambled 
-eggs," the gold embroidery like armed 
forces generals and admirals have on 
their caps. KR was telling the world 
something, and if they didn’t get the 
message at Daytona, where he lapped 
the field, they got it when he stepped 
from his 750cc Yamaha down to his 
500. 


The team, managed by former 
250cc World Champion . Kel 
Carruthers, headquartered | in 
Amsterdam..KR, joined by his family 
and utilizing a large motor home to 
help prevent the usual stress that 
accompanies the task of conducting 
business in strange countries, went 
about the job on hand. 


The Roberts entourage arrived 
in Europe with one round, the 


Venezuelan one, of the GP season 
behind them. They had won the 250cc 
race in that South American country, 
but piston failure had dropped them 
out of the 500cc race. Defending 
World Champion Barry Sheene won 
that event aboard his works Suzuki 
and said, "I was expecting a tougher 
race. I thought the Yamahas would be 
quicker." While Sheene sipped the 
victor's champagne, insiders knew how 
quick the Yamahas would be. Cecotto 


"had set fastest practice time aboard 


the only Yamaha on hand with the 
new Power Valve that the Japanese 
factory had cooked up to help the 
power band. Roberts had been second 
fastest, and his bike with the new valve 
was on the way. 


With the exception of Venezuela's 
DNF and another-in Sweden near the 
end of the season, Roberts utilized the 


improved YZR500 — the new valve. 


added 500 rpm to both the top and 


bottom of the power band — in a 
masterful manner. 

KR placed second in Spain, won in 
Austria, France and Italy; racked up 
two straight seconds in Holland and 
Belgium; rode with a practice session 
incurred hand injury to a seventh in 
Sweden; endured the anguish of his 
second DNF in Finland; won in 
England; and clinched the title with a 
third in Germany. 

But it wasn't a cakewalk, Behind 
Roberts in the: points standings = 
right behind him all the way — was 
Sheene: 

Roberts admitted after the title 
clinched race that he had ridden the 
last lap at Germany's Nurburgring 
"like an old lady. I was just riding for a 
place. There was no pressure on me. 
The only thing that worried me was 
that I had a dream the night before .: 
that I'd break dein at the last corner 
and have to push home."

1978: The 
year the 
red hot 
Russians 
didn't get 
it all their 
way

The 1978 250cc World Cham- 
pionship MX Series turned out 
to be far from the foregone con- 
clusion many people had antici- 
pated following the convincing 
domination of the 1977 series by the 
KTM-mounted Russian duo Gennady 
Moiseev and Vladimir Kavinov. 

The reigning champion's results 
were uncharacteristially erratic due to 
a mixture of mechanical problems and 
crashes, while his gutsy teammate 
struggled throughout the season to 
rediscover his previously effective 
form. 


Both men achieved just one maxi- 
mum score apiece all year - Moiseev in 
Scotland and Kavinov in France, on 
two very similar rugged, rocky tracks. 

These signs of cracks in the Iron 
Curtain armor coincided with some- 
thing of a revelation in the collective 
determination of the leading Western 
Europeans Torlief Hansen, Hans 
Maisch, Britian’s Neil Hudson, and 
ex-champion Harry Everts. 


| Consequently, a superb battle for 
the first six places raged throughout 
the year, and Moiseev was unable to 
seal his title until the first race of the 
final round, which place, fortuitously, 
in his native USSR. 


It could be that we have seen the 
elimination of Russian supremacy 
through that sheer muscular en- 
deavour, which has so far overcome a 
relative.ignorance of suspension and 
damping problems. 

Second spot in the table eventually 
went narrowly to Hansen. We knew all 
about the big blond Swede. He had 
been arguably the fastest 250cc moto 
crosser around for several seasons (re- 
member his devastating victory at Por- 
tsmouth in 1974?) and at the age of 29 
his legendary swiftness remained un- 
diminished. 

He was threatening to make 1978 
his last year in international competi- 
tion and this, it seemed, added spice to 
his efforts, despite a demoralizing 
spate of heavy mid-season crashes, 
which dropped him down to sixth 


` place in the table before he staged a 


scintillating twilight recovery in Fin- 
land and Russia. 

Torleif does not disguise his dislike 
of what he sees as an increasing ten- 
dency in world moto cross towards 
rough, dusty, and potentially danger- 
ous race tracks. e 

The Kawasaki ace has never been an 
outstanding gater, coming constantly 
and thrillingly from mid-field in the 
early stages of a race - such outright 
attack obviously reduces safety 
margins to a bare minimum as, by his 
own admission, he cannot sit back and 
await developments, but must "go for 
the front." 

But such inspired rides as he pro- 
duced in West Germany, coming from 
nowhere in the pack on a searingly fast 
slippery track in both motos, will be 
sadly missed in 1979 if he sticks by his 
decision to pack in. 

One point behind Hansen came 
Maico's home-grown Hans Maisch, 
lean, languid son of the factory boss, 
who scored persistently throughout the 
year and was especially impressive in 
front of his rapturous home crowd. He 
in turn was a single point clear of the 
indefatigable Kavinov. 

Undoubtedly an unexpected arrival 
in the leading half-dozen was English- 


man Neil Hudson. „His, proven сор:, . 


sistency and perennially slick gating 


were suddenly augmented by hitherto 
undisclosed reserves of bite and 
aggression, which vitally transformed 
his ability to hold pace with those in 
front into that of forcing a way past 
even his fastest rivals. 

Eventually, after mounting the 
rostrum twice as third place man in 
Britain and France, “Nellie” took 
overall victory in Sweden ahead of 
Maisch and Moiseev, but luck deserted 
him during the final two rounds of the 
series and his chance of taking the 
second place slipped away. 


Throughout his campaign, the West 
Countryman was ably supported by his 
phlegmatic mechanic and right-hand 
man Paul Branson, to whom must go 
the credit for the impeccable pre- 
paration and reliability of Hudson’s 
Maico machinery. Should this effec- 
tive partnership remain intact next 
year, there must be a very real pos- 
sibility of them taking the title. 

Three points astern, in sixth spot, 
came the likeable Bultaco-mounted 
Belgian Harry Everts, who had the 
misfortune to break a wrist and miss 
the American and Swedish rounds. 

Combined with a -pair of ducks in 
France, where he punctured and 
crashed, and engine breakerages 
whilst within sight of victory in 
Czechoslovakia and Russia, this effec- 
tively ended a challenge which had 
pushed the little: 1975 champ into a 
very strong second place after the 
mid-season British Grand Prix. 


Behind Everts, the continuing emer- 
gence of Sweden's quiet man, Hakan 
Carlqvist, took him to seventh spot in 
the table, his increasing speed and 
confidence convincingly demonstrated 
when he won the second moto of Sep- 
tember's Trophee des Nations in 
Belgium. 


Should Carlqvist remain with Hus- 
qvarna next year, he will help form a 
factory line-up of considerable poten- 
tial. The spirited Chinese-American 
Chuck Sun, who came over from the 
States for the last four rounds on the 
1978 series and impressed everybody 
with the fleetness and fluency of his 
riding, is undertaking a fully works- 


supported assault on the 500cc class 
next year. е

No one was surprised when Heikki 
Mikkola clinched this year’s 500cc 
World Motocross Championship. 
...least of all the Flying Finn 

himself. 


Back in February this year Mikkola 
confidently predicted that he'd win. 
He wasn't being arrogant — he was 
just facing facts. He knew he had the 
best bike, he knew he was super-fit, 
and although he didn't say as much, 
he knew he was the best rider in the 
world. 

The results show that Mikkola 
racked up a record 299 points total 
this year and actually clinched his 
third. 500cc World title with three 
races in hand. He won 14 out of the 24 
GP races and led the championship 
points table from beginning to the end 
of the series.

of providing any sort of serious threat 
to the all-conquering Finn was 
American works Honda rider Brad 
Lackey. And here again, Mikkola had 
things weighed-up well before the 
season: he predicted that Lackey 
would be his chief opposition this year. 

Superb and meticulous machine 
preparation by Mikkola's : Finnish 
mechanic, Heikki Penttila, meant that 
the Flying Finn finished all but one 
race. And that retirement - the first 
race of the Swedish Grand Prix - can 
be blamed on sheer bad luck; his chain 
slipped off and jammed in the drive 
sprocket. No one else can boast a 96 
percent retirement-free record like 
that. 


Of the 21 races Lackey started he 


finished 18, while third-place man in 
the championship Roger DeCoster 


(Suz) failed to finish six races out of 


the maximum 24 he started. 


But the chief reason Mikkola won 
the championship this year is that he is 
the best. He knows it and so do all his 
fellow riders who without exception 
admire him immensely. 

He came to Payerne, Switzerland, 
for the first round this year and won 
both races with consummate ease. It 
was the best possible start he could 
have wished for and gave him an im- 
portant psychological boost for the 
year. Lackey, on the other hand, 
crashed in the first race at Payerne 
and finished sixth, but a third place 
next time out gave him a 16 points 
total to start the season off. 


A Mikkola victory did not come in 


the second round at Sittendorf, 


Austria. There, a worrying ‘mystery 


virus’ had the Finn performing at half- 


cock, and with a win and a second 
place, Lackey closed to within two 


points of Mikkola. 


But with his iron constitution 


Mikkola came back with a bang to 


share a win and a second place with 
Lackey at Gaillefontaine, France 
venue of the next round. 


At this point, it looked as if Lackey 
and Mikkola were going to have a real 
hard-fought battle for the 1978 World 
title. But Mikkola scored maximum 
points in Denmark, and from then on 
began to pull away to that record 299 
points total. 
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True, Lackey beat Mikkola once in 
Italy and again in Britain, but it was 
not enough to prevent the Finn from 
gaining another title. 7 

Tragically, Lackey was run over at 
the start of the make-or-break penul- 
timate GP in Luxembourg, and so 
Mikkola had just to cruise around to 
win the championship. 


But Lackey had the runner-up spot 


' all sewn-up at the previous round in 


Namur, Belgium, so he was not that 
disappointed. He returned home early 
to the USA to recuperate and train for 
the forthcoming Trans-AMA Series. 


Chief reason Lackey had that run- 
ner-up spot all sewn up was the signal 
failure of five-time World Champion 
Roger DeCoster and the works Suzuki 
in this year's contest. True DeCoster 
had suffered badly in an accident in 
February and had his spleen removed 
in a later operation, but he crashed a 
lot and also suffered more than his 
share of mechanical problems. 

After a promising runner-up and a 
fourth in Payerne, DeCoster hit his fir- 
st bike failure in Austria when his 
gearbox jammed solid in the first 
moto. From then on his season was a 
series of erratic results with crashes the 
principal reason for his procession of 
DNF's. 

He ended the year on 171 points, 
still third - the lowest position he's held 
in-a World Championship for seven 
years. So why has the King slipped so 
badly? DeCoster largely blames the 
bike. He says that at the beginning of 
the year it was down on power and 
performance compared with the other 
Japanese works bikes. 


But the fact remains that at 34 he's 
the oldest competitive rider in the 
500cc Grand Prix, and crashes are 
almost always due to rider error...the 
King just isn't the rider he was. 

In fact the works Suzuki team this 
year. had a  disasterous season, 
DeCosters Dutch teammate Gerrit 
Wolsink too has slipped badly and en- 
ded the season down in fifth behind 
West German Herbert Schmitz. Wol- 
sink's record of eight retirements is 
dismal. 

To be fair, he suffered frequently 
with slipped drive chains, and he ad- 
mits that destroyed a lot of his con- 
fidence. "I'm not like a lot of riders," 
he admitted earlier this year. "When 
the bike breaks down, I tend to blame 
myself - my riding. So I am not so con- 
fident.." 


Schmitz's record is good this year. 
His fourth place is his own personal. 
best, and the West German Maico fac- 
tory are pleased with his performance. 
He actually beat Mikkola fair and 
Square once in America and has the 
sort of unflappable temperament that 
is a positive bonus in motocross. 

Five hundred GP newcomer Andre 
Malherbe, on the works KTM, injec- 
ted a breath of fresh air into this year's 
championship. Malherbe, 22, last year 
rode one of. the all-conquering KTMs 
in the 250cc championship and 
finished third. 

This year on the big bike he 
managed sixth ahead- of Britian's 
Graham Noyce against much stiffer 
opposition than he found in the quar- 
ter-litre class. True, his best results 
were third places in Finland and 
France, but he showed the sort of ac- 
complishment and consistency that 
could well make him World Cham- 
pion in a few years. 

Britain's hope, Graham Noyce, had 
his worst-ever season in the GPs to 
finish behind Malherbe. It was doubly 
disappointing because 1978 was his fir- 
st year on the works Honda. Noyce 
started out by crashing badly and ac- 
tually destroying. one bike - probably 
through trying much too hard - in 
Switzerland. 
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From then on things went from bad 
to worse. In Austria he lost his drive 
chain once, that happened again twice 
in France, and then by the time he 
went to Denmark for the fourth GP, 
he'd not finished enough 45 minute 
races to be in top physical shape. 

Why, he asked, does my teammate 
Brad Lackey not suffer from slipped 
chains? It didn't do his self-confidence 
much good, and from then on his 
season is a story of machine failures, 
seizures, collapsing forks, and rider 
failure - chiefly crashes. е

When he crossed the line in third 
place at the conclusion of the 
first moto in Czechoslovakia, 
clenched fist upraised, Akira 
Watanabe became the first ever 
Japanese and non-European to claim a 
world motocross title. 

~ His momentous victory in the 125cc 
World Championship MX Series was 
achieved despite fierce opposition 
from his Suzuki teammate and triple 
champion Gasston Rahier, and the 
young Yamaha-mounted Dutch ace 
Gerard Rond, during the course of 12 
superbly fought grand prix in which 
all. three men held the lead at some 
stage. 
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24-year-old Watanabe was eventu- 
ally triumphant because of his compe- 
titive speed and superior consistency. 

Apart from a freak afternoon in the 
USA, he was never outside the first 
three in a single race result and scored 
seven wins in seven motos, which com- 
pares favorably with Rahier's seven 
and Rond's eight. : 

Watanabe first came to the atten- 
tion of Suzuki in 1972, when recom- 
mended by his local dealer after three 
years of successful novice racing in 
Japan. They offered him a job testing 
their motocross machinery - a post he 
still holds. 

He became 125 and 250cc expert 

junior Champion of Japan in 1974, 
winning every race in which he 
finished - obviously a foretaste of that 
magically swift consistency. The fol- 
lowing year, he was fourth in the 
125cc World Series, one point behind 
Anton Barbarovsky (CZ). Suzuki kept 
him in Japan throughout 1976, but 
relented in the autumn with a visit. to 
the Trans-AMA, where he was seventh 
overall. 
Each winter he was required to test 
and develop the prototype works bikes 
for DeCoster, Wolsink and Rahier, so 
he was never short of practice. 

Akira led the 125cc World title 
chase after two rounds in 1977, but a 
crash in Belgium left him with a sever- 
ly injured left knee, and, committed to 
a long, arduous convalescence in 
Japan, he was destined not to ride 
competitively again until January of. 
this year. 

The obvious favorites for the 1978 
title were Rahier and Rond, who had 
between them convincingly dominated ` 
the previous year's contest after Akira’s 
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adrift and when the Belgian's poise- was 
shaken by a broken chain in Switzer- 
land's first moto, Akira took the win, 
and with it a slender advantage, which 
he was never to relinquish. 

For Gaston, that Swiss setback was 
probably the moment at which he lost 
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a title he had held for three years, but privilege o anywhere in the Continental USA 
the diminutive 32-year-old veteran is 
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in 1979. He possesses an immaculate, 
technically exact, yet flexible. riding 
style, and is idolized in his home coun-

The charge 1s rip-off — 


the question 15 where? 


By Bobi Scott 


About 12 years ago club racing was the only 
show in town for southern California based 
motorcycle racers. Entry fees were next to no- 
thing because club members got a kick out of 


throwing races “for the love of 
the sport.” It was a hobby for 
them, not an occupation. Gate 
fees were unheard of because 
there were no parks to maintain. No 
one complained about dry, unpre- 
pared track, that was just a part of 
racing in southern California. If it 
rained the day before the race, score- 
keepers thanked their lucky stars that 
they might be able to tell who was 
behind the leader for a change. 
Nobody ever screamed rip-off. There 
wasn’t much sense in screaming about 
something that didn't exist in the first 
place. 

Over the course of a decade club 
racing nearly vanished in southern 
California. As a matter of fact, club 
racing started going away when moto- 
cross racing came along to take the 
place of scrambles and class C type 
races. As soon as Japan started 
unloading their sleek, lightweigt.t 
motocross machinery on America, 
racers got rid of their leaky British 
tanks, The new equipment was inex- 
pensive, fairly easy to maintain and 
replacement parts were relatively easy 
to get hold of. Club members grew 


tired of sitting around with a yellow 
flag in their hand all day watching the 
other guys have all the fun. More and 
more riders wanted to try this exciting 
new type of motorcycle racing; and as 
entries to motocross races all over 
southern California increased, the 
demand for more events started out- 
numbering the supply. 

Under the circumstances, it was 
predictable that racing in southern 
California was about to become big 
business. In 1967 Saddleback Park, 
located in the heart of Orange County, 
opened its gates to riders who welcomed 
the opportunity to trail ride legally 
without having to drive more than 100 
miles to open desert. Race promoters 
and newly formed organizations started 
placing ads and calendar listings in 
Cycle News, touting their Sunday 
events and urging racers to join their 
newly formed associations. After 
Saddleback came more parks and new 
race tracks in various areas, more 
promoters and. a veritable alphabet 
soup of racing organizations. 

When the smoke began to clear, and 
the boom leveled off, of the many or- 
ganizations that sunk before they ever 
learned to float, southern California 


ended up with a handful of fairly 
professional, successful racing organi- 
zations that promote races as a 
business, not a hobby. CMC, AME, 
CRC and SRA are the biggest money- 
making racing organizations around 
and have actually produced more 
national caliber motocross riders than 
any other organization -could ever 
hope to lay claim to. If it hadn't been 
for them, would Bob Hannah, Marty 
Smith, Mike Bell, Rex Staten, Warren 
Reid or Marty Tripes (to name only a 
few) be superstars today? Maybe, 
maybe not. They had to start some- 
where. с 

But what about the local weekend- 
warrior who doesn't care about ever 
graduating out of the ranks of sports- 
man competition. Cycle News fre- 
quently receives letters from unhappy 
competitors complaining. about high 
gate fees, expensive entry fees and 
deplorable track . conditions. Are 
promoters and parks taking advantage 
of the weekend-only type racer? Here's 
an example of how one family feels 
about the  situation—this letter 
appeared in Cycle News, Issue 43, 
November 8, 1978... 

We pay our hard earned money 
each week to race and for what? Two 
lousy 15-30 minute motos on dry 
tracks, high entry fees, and outrageous 
gate fees. The promoters are yelling 
insurance, the riders rip-off, but 
nothing is being done about the 
problem. 

If the motorcycle parks were not 
making money they would not be 
remaining open. Don't the parks see 
that they are losing more and more 
good riders and racers each week 
because of their prices? It has become 
a rich man's sport. Slowly more and 
more devoted racers are being 
squeezed out because we can no longer 
afford the luxury of racing. Don't the 
parks see that by their ridiculous 
prices, soon no one will be able to 
afford to go riding, and they will have 
to shut down? Saddleback, Racing 
World, Indian Dunes, and Carlsbad, 
they are all doing it, and we're just 
taking it. Carlsbad is the worst of all of 
them. The track is never. prepared 
except for the USGP, there is no lunch 
truck, no overnight camping, and 
what's worse, no park riding! The park 
is off limits. Only the track ts to be 
used. And this we get for our $5 a day, 
$12 to $17 entry fees? In the desert 
they can go racing locally for $6 to $10 
all day, no restrictions and we are 
supposed to go two usually shortened 
motos and be content? 

My husband and I are just about 


ready to throw in the towel on what ~ 


used to be a great family sport, that 
was always fun and at an affordable 
price. We are being ripped off and just 
sitting back and letting it happen, 
instead of doing something about the 
problem. By taking care of this 
problem we can insure that in the 
future we will still be able to enjoy the 
sport we all love. 


DEBBIE MATTHEWS

We went straight to the source for 

answers to Mrs. Mathews questions. 

Stu Peters, who originated and still 

runs the CMC, and Vic Wilson, 

owner/operator of Saddleback Park, 

graciously consented to give us their 

input on how they felt about being 
“raked over the coals” so to speak. 


After reading the MX rip-off letter, 
what’s your opinion and how can 
you justify the present situation? 

PETERS: I don't feel it’s a rip-off! For 
example: CMC has ‘not raised their 
entry fees since 1972, to a Junior or 
Pro rider, but many of our expenses 
have tripled, or more, since that time. 
Yes, insurance is a major factor. We 
can not run without it. But we also 
have had other increases, such as 


postage, which has gone up drastically 
in the last few years, office staff, race 
personnel, ambulance services (you 
could get an ambulance three or four 
years ago for about $60 to $75 a day 
but it’s now from $120 to $170 per 
day). It's just a combination of a lot of 
things. I think the rider feels he's been 
put into a box because all of a sudden 
what he used to buy, his favorite 
motorcycle whatever the brand, for X 
number of dollars is now in some cases 
almost double and the cost of parts has 
doubled in price. 

Riders also complain about gate fees. 
Vic, what in particular can you tell 
us about Saddleback Park? Why are 
the gate fees so high, are they going 
to go up even more? 

WILSON: As you know, Saddleback 
Park was the grandfather of all motor- 
cycle parks. It was the first one and we 
started out charging $2 a day, in 1967. 
It was only a month after we opened 
that we realized $2 wasn't enough and 
we upped the fee to $2.50 per bike per 
day. Now remember, this was a very, 
very primitive type of operation. We 
had little: equipment and very few 
employees. We basically, at that time, 
were a trail riding park. We didn't 
have the costs. we do today. We're 
more of a racing plant now where we 
have tremendous equipment costs, 
employee costs, maintenance costs, 
fencing, starting gates, and so on. But 
the biggest problem we've had and the 
biggest increase we've experienced is 
insurance. Insurance today runs 22 
percent of my gross annual revenue. In 
other words, 22€ out of every dollar or 
five times 22€ out of every five dollars 
is insurance. That problem has come 
from the participants— the people who 
are using our facility. They don't 
realize it, but they're complaining 
about our high gate fees and they've 
brought it on themselves. Saddleback 
Park, as all the parks again, as of- 
December 1, this year, stands to lose 
all of its liability insurance. It is now 
being examined .by the insurance | 
companies. We did lose our insurance 
last year and we had to shut down. 
Another company came in and offered 
to re-write the policy at a much higher 
premium. They practically tripled our 
premium. ~ 


And the reason for that increase is 
due to claims that the riders have 
brought against the park? 

WILSON: That's right and I can show 
you, of the claims that we've had, 
probably 99 percent of them are insti- 
gated by rider negligence on the part 
of the rider seeking the claim — riding 
too fast in areas he shouldn't be riding 
fast, not preparing himself or not 
abiding by the rules we've set up 
within the park. It's not a situation 
where the park is negligent; meaning, 
we dug a trench across a road and then 
didn't mark it; or we ran over someone 
with our bulldozer, or something like 
that where we would be directly 
responsible for negligence. It's not 
that. It's strictly rider negligence. 

The second key area is just the cost 
of living. The salaries we have, and we 
have to keep a pretty good crew out 
there, involves six to eight people, 
depending on what we are doing or 
what time of year it is. In the summer 
months we have to have a double crew. . 
The most expensive man I have on my 
payroll is my manager and he's only 
making $1,500 a month, but he works 
his butt off. I don't consider him over- 
paid, is what I'm trying to say. He can 
probably go out and get another job at 
any other place and make equal or 
more money for less hours. 


Now that Saddleback Park is more of 
a racing facility than a trailriding 
park are there a lot of expenses 
involved in the purchase and upkeep 
of equipment to maintain the track. 

WILSON: A lot of complaints are 
about dry tracks and so on and so 





forth. I can say a lot about that, but 
traditionally, southern California has 
many problems. One, miserable soil 
conditions; two, generally hot 
weather. But I think Saddleback, 
because of its soil conditions, trys 
harder than any other park around to 
keep its track in better condition. It 
costs us about $450 to prepare our 
track for any event — CMC or our own 
Saturday program. whatever. That 
$450 is directly related to man hours 
and equipment. You talk about equip- 
ment! There is nothing more expensive 
today than heavy equipment and the 
repairs and maintenance of heavy 
equipment. Replacement parts have 
tripled. Rollers for tracs that we used 
to pay $20 for are now $80. Metal and 
steel prices have gone up, labor for 
manufacturing those parts has gone 
up. Our current park admission fees, 
right now, aren't even high enough. 
They should be more than $5 a day. 
We are barely at a break-even point. 
The only thing that keeps Saddleback 
Park alive today are the events that we 
put on (Saddleback Park) by ourselves. 
Saddleback Park is not strictly a 
motorcycle park. The corporation 
promotes other events out of and off of 
our facility. My wife and 1 were going 
over the books the other day and the 
other events that we put on — are what 
keeps our cash flowing. If it wasn't for 
that, Saddleback would be поп- 
existent. I know for a fact that many 
other parks are in that same position. 
Thats why you see other parks go 
‘under, like the Muntz Park, Arroyo 
Cycle Park and I know them all 
because I have a consulting business 
that watches the different operations 
and why they go under and whether or 
not we can feasibly take them over. 
Ive just backed away because the 
financial strücture isn't there to keep 
them open. 


At this point, how do you feel about 
keeping Saddleback open? 

WILSON: Well, I read these letters 
and they talk about a rip-off and the 
financial structure— and when they 
come out there they're seeing an envir- 
onment which is their sport and fun 
for them — but they don't look at our 
operation as a full-blown business 
requiring payroll taxes, insurance and 
land lease. Our land lease alone is 15 
percent. So by the time you add costs 
of 22 percent for insurance, 15 percent 
for land lease and then the cost of 
employees, that totals 75 percent of our 
operation cost right there. As for the 
future of Saddleback Park, or any 
motorcycle park, if people consider 
they're being ripped-off, quite frankly, 
I would love to sign a contract and let 
these people buy Saddleback Park and 
all my time and effort could be put to 
uses other than the park. 

Stu, what do you say to a rider when 
he confronts you at the races, 
bitching about the conditions of the 
park, which you really don't have 
anything to do with? 

PETERS: I try to explain basically, 
what Vic already mentioned. Weather 
conditions in southern California are 
the worst! Soil conditions are very bad. 
We have a situation where in practice 
(as in the case at Carlsbad Raceway) 
the track can be very muddy. We don't 
have a water truck down there, so we 
overwater it the night. or mornirig 
before— which upsets a lot of the 
riders and sponsors— so the track will 
last, hopefully, for the majority of the 
day. In the case of Saddleback Park, 
in most instances, the track is race- 
ready in practice and then we try to 


keep it in racing condition by watering 


as frequently as possible. There again, 
when you get to the point where there 
is a packed groove, it's almost impos- 
sible to continue watering because 


в 


you've created a situation where the | 


water doesn’t soak in—it doesn’t 
penetrate—and you've got a slippery 
situation. . 

A lot of people don't stop to think 
that CMC would have a lot of expenses 
or they think the people who work for 
CMC are doing it for the love of the 
sport— which has long past disap- 
peared. For an example, just for my 
flag personnel (and I'm being very 
realistic about these figures) flagging, 
sign up, etc., runs a little over $11,000 
per year for local Saddleback and 
Carlsbad events. These. are people 
interested in the sport. They're 
making just enough money to make it 
worthwhile for them to show up but if 
they were doing it for a living they 
wouldn't be there, they'd be doing 
something else. But they're all enthu- 
siasts and that's what we have to live 
on. Another example most people 
don't stop to think about: Trophies 
and prize money last year ran in excess 
of $47,000. That was not running a lot 
of big purse races, there were some 
guaranteed purse races, but basically 
this is the ordinary weekly grind 
trophy and Pro prize money. There 
again, it's a percentage of the Pro 
entry fee that's paid back to them, but 
when you're looking for an example, a 
Pro pays $12 to race and $10 of it goes 
into the pot. That leaves $2 for the 
organization to provide insurance, 
officials, ambulance service and other 
things along those lines. Another 
major thing.is racing insurance. Last 
year I paid $18,240 in racing 
insurance alone. Then $1,645 per 
month goes to operate the CMC office. 
Printing expenses are close to $4,000 a 
year (that's results, rule books, 
licenses, etc.). Legal fees are another 
situation. To date, this year, I've paid 
out several thousand dollars for 
attorneys fees. Not because I want to

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-full season. He’s back again racing, 


have problems where people claim _ 
they were hurt at a CMC race. It was 
fine as long as little johnny was doing 
his thing, but little johnny got hurt 
and now mom and dad want a piece of 
everybody. In one case I can think of, 
the young man was not even out one 


he's licensed again by CMC, he wasn't 
maimed, he's not a vegetable, but still 
they feel they should get a whole bunch 
of bucks for their pain and suffering. 
To date, l've not had a suit where 
other riders were involved. They 
usually go after CMC, the track, the 
promoter; in many cases we only 
sanctioned the races. I wasn’t even 
there. 

Has motorcycle riding and racing 
become a rich man’s sport? 

PETERS: I don’t think it's a rich 
man's sport. Try getting into sailboat 
racing or power boats. Sure:a motor- 
cycle is an expensive item. It’s a 

$1,500-$2,500 expenditure by the time 
you get it tricked out. But if you're 
looking at any boat, you're starting at 
about $10,000 and working up. There 
again, I'm talking about something 
where you could include your entire 
family — where the kids don't have to 
sit around on shore and watch you 
race your sabot. If you want to hang 
glide you'll pay $2,500-$3,000 for a 
hang glider and you're very, very 
fortunate if you can find a moutain to 
leap off of now days without a 
problem. 

WILSON: I do a lot of skiing and 
skeet shooting. I can’t even go shooting 
for one hour for less than $21. Look at 
desert racing. There's no overhead, it's 
run by the BLM, nobody owns it, 
nobody maintains it, there's no fences, 
etc. So the desert's cheaper and in

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Class C racing and the myth of the "Big time" 


Up with Grand National t

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A battle of the multi-time Grand National Champions. Four-time winner Carroll Resweber (1) leads three-timer Bart Ма 


American Professional Class C racing, parti- 
cularly oval dirt track racing, is unique, visually 
exciting, entertaining, dangerous, physical, 
brutal, graceful, competitive, primordial (des- 


pite increased machine technol- 
ogy) and appealing to tens of 
thousands of spectators. It is 
also 50 years old and still going 


through somewhat severe growing 
pains. 

Now, in the “downtime” between 
the end of this season's Ascot race and 
next season's Houston Astrodome 
event, should be a time for those in 
control of the sport to re-examine 
Class C’s fundamental definitions, learn- 
ing (or at least giving a cursory look at) 
the lessons of history (so as to avoid the 
doom of repeating past mistakes) and 
questioning our myths. After all, any 
sport that has been around for 50 years 
is bound to have picked up a few 
myths along the way. х 

One of the myths, in my opinion, is 
that if we just sort of hang in there, 
one of these days more people are 
going to discover (perhaps through 
osmosis?) what a great sport we have 
and flock to the events which will then 
begin to attract more media coverage, 
bigger and better promoters and finally 
the really big dollar sponsors who will 
want to drop a couple of million 
dollars (at least) on AMA Grand 
National Championship racing. 

At the opposite end of the spectrum, 
another myth is that Class C racing is 
dead and/or dying fast. Class C racing 
is not dying (if it were, a large 
company like R. J. Reynolds — bless 
them and thank you — would not be 
involved) though it is top heavy. The 
grass roots system is not as strong as it 
was in the past; but there were 783 
Novices, 49? Juniors and 266 Expert 
professional licenses for a total of 1541 
issued in 1978, and 245 race meetings 
were sanctioned and run under AMA 
rule. By way of comparison there 
were 131 Expert and 700 Novice Pro 


motocross licenses issued by the AMA 
in 1978. 

Motocross racing, particularly 
Supercross has received a large amount 
of publicity the past two or three years. 
Supercross therefore claims much of 
the glamor and prestige that used to 
be accorded the Grand National/ 
Camel Pro Series, which has acceler- 
ated the myth that Class C is dying. 

Class C actually is in a sort of a 
holding pattern. There has been no 
real growth for several years now. 
Many of the people involved with Class 
C are complacent about the level the 
competition has achieved and feel for 
a number of reasons that this portion 
of the sport can’t really get any bigger 
or better. No one really wants to 
disturb the status quo in a very positive 
manner for fear of possible loss, or 
perhaps from lack of incentive or 
something as unimportant and mun- 
dane as the lack of time and energy to 
do so when they have their hands full 
coping with the day to day problems 
and just “maintaining” what we have. 


No sport, however, can remain in a 
holding pattern indefinitely.- That is 
why I ask those with influence and 
control, the promoters, the top people 
at the sanctioning body and the motor- 
cycle manufacturers to take a good 
hard look at the overall picture of 
Class C racing with the thought of how 
to best improve the sport, to make it 
better, to make it bigger. 

Motorcycling in this country is a 
sport. It always has been and it always 
will be. The sport of motorcycling 
needs to use all types of racing to 
generate more membership in the 
AMA and as a tool to increase the sales 
of motorcycles. Racing is still a very 
valid tool, as I feel Yamaha has proven 
over the past couple of years. The 
value of the spirit of being involved (in 























whatever way) with a winner is valid 
and quite powerful. Those who per- 
haps doubt the truth of the above state- 
ments should think about Harley- 
Davidson Motor Company for a few 
minutes. 

Class C is certainly much more 
professional now than it was in the 
beginning when it was created as a 
broad  production-based type of 
competition calculated to draw lots of 
participants and make more money 
for the sanctioning body so that the 
AMA could grow. The more powerful 
and influential the AMA got, the 
better the job they:could do for motor- 
cyclists and motorcycling in. this 
country where motorcycling has never 
enjoyed the same type and amount of 
respect it enjoys around the rest of the 
world. 

The level of professionalism in Class 
C racing stayed about the same, grow- 
ing slowly for the first forty years or so 
(it was good Amateur Professionalism 
in many ways meaning no disrespect to 
those participants) until the late 
sixties. It then took a sort of quantum 
jump during the late sixties into the 
early seventies, but has really leveled 
off since then and maybe even slid 
backwards just a bit. 

Some people feel that Class C is a 
dinosaur which has had its heyday and 
is now just sort of hanging around for 
a while as good entertainment for 
some (with the exception of a few of 
the biggest races, of course). We need 
a healthy shot of positive thinking 
about Class C, and perhaps one of the 
best ways to do this is to increase the 
level of professionalism at the top with 
the idea of providing a bigger incen- 
tive for riders, promoters, manufac- 
turers and sponsors. 

So many of the thoughts and con- 
cepts that worked when Class C racing 
was created and was indeed a broad 
production motorcycle-based beginning 
professional sport no longer work well 
given the highly specialized, non- 
production racing machine based, 
more professional sport it has become. 
For instance, the claiming rule which 
worked well and made sense for 
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production motorcycle-based racing 
(which demanded among other things 
a minimum of 200 identical machines) 
is almost nonsensical given the one 
complete motorcycle and 24 engine 
minimum required today. 

I, and I am sure many others 
involved in motorcycling, would like to 
.see Class C racing remain very healthy 
and grow in prestige and perhaps 
someday take a place among the "big 
time" sports in this country. 

One idea which has been discussed 
off and on for a few years might be 
worth considering to stimulate inter- 
est: Create a "Super Pro" class, a 
Formula One level of competition. 
Roughly, this would. mean creating 
something like a ."Super Grand 
National" class and series, something 
very exclusive involving only the best, 
biggest and highest dollar paying races 
(limited to just 10 or 12 a year) for 
which riders would have to be qualified 
through regular National and National 
Regional races, and for which pro- 
motors could bid. 

As long as the top series in this 
country is tied, through tradition and 
necessity (at the moment), to such 
facilities as those which have spectator 
capacities of 50,000 and up as well as 
those which are limited to 10,000 (and 
therefore can't grow any bigger), the 
sport is going to have a very difficult 
time moving upward. Additionally, 
the riders who make a living off the 
series have no time to or incentive to 
race in their regional or local areas, 
which in turn helps the promoters at 
just above grass roots level. 

“It might just be time for Class C 
racing to take another upward step in 
professionalism, to recognize that it 
has not yet reached the top of its 
potential and to make every attempt to 
do so for the betterment of all those 
involved: in the sport. It is possible! 


With enough incentive, hard work, 
dedication and money (a man like 
Formula One's Bernie Ecclestone in 
Europe) it is possible to make a dream 
a reality — even a myth like Class C

The greatest sequel to the greatest 


motorcycle documentary

In following the current Hollywood trend, On 
Any Sunday is joining the ranks of successful 
movies which have had sequels made after 
them. That’s right, a sequel to the Bruce 


Brown classic moto-documentary 
will be filming in January. It’s 
title? On Any Sunday II: 

Under the banner of Four 
Way Motosports, racing announcer 
Larry Huffman has joined with 
cameraman Don Shoemaker and 
financial consultants James Cavanaugh 
and Dave Waldon to take up where 
many have not in making the great 
American moto-movie. 

The catalyst to the success of the 
sequel is in Shoemaker who was the 
lensman on the original. It was his 
close relationship with Brown that 
made it possible for the producers to 
secure the all-important rights to the 
title; that fact alone has the possibility 
of extending the credibility of the 
sequel much more than if it had been 
tagged with something other than On 
Any Sunday II. 

The price tag for the exclusive title 
and concept rights for the U.S. and 
the rest of the world, including 
television, cost Four Way Motorsports 
$125,000. The cost reportedly was 
split down the middle between Brown 


and his main backer, Steve McQueen. 
When On Any Sunday came out in 
1971, it was definitely a different kind 
of motorcycle flick. Created by Brown, 
backed by McQueen and filmed by 
Shoemaker, it was the first serious 
feature documentary about the sport 
and people of motorcycling. It 
portrayed the real-life drama of 
competition on the AMA's Grand 
National Championship, the fun of 
play-riding and the action and beauty 


inherent in the sport as it was captured 


on film. 

Overall, it was fun, positive and the 
most realistic bike movie made. It was 
a genuine upper that has thrilled 
many audiences. Why heck, it almost 
won an Academy award, but lost out 


' against The Hellstrom Chronicle, a 


bug flick. 

Up 'til then, motorcycle films were 
either backyard Super 8 spectacles or 
Hells Angel adventures. They were 
generally either too feeble to make it 
out of the living room or too much of a 
downer to mean anything worthwhile. 

On Any Sunday was one of those 
rare movies that was so sincere and 


positive in its creation as to be, prover- 
bially speaking, “too good to be true.” 
The scenes of Malcolm Smith, Steve 
McQueen and Mert Lawwill riding 
around on that sunset-lit beach had 
come all too soon, leaving people 
begging for more. 

Though there have been many 
promises by many people to follow up 
on OAS, no one has come through 
with anything like it since then. 

That is, until now. 

Four Ways president, David 
Walden, gave some reasons why they 
decided to go through with a sequel. | 
“These include the many changes in 
the motorcycle industry since then, the 


, kinds of racing that are now being 


done, like stadium motocross." 

“We have found a lot of neat events 
that many people don't know exist," 
said Shoemaker. “There’s winter 
motocross in Sweden or speedway in 
Japan where they have paramutual 
betting.” 

Shoemaker went on to explain that 
Japan's speedway racing takes place on 
asphalt tracks. Since there's betting, 
riders are locked up a couple of days 
before an event so nobody will be 
bribed into throwing a race. 

With scenes of Japanese riders 
banzaiing it around asphalt tracks, 
OAS II plans to offer a much broader 
scope of racing than was in the 
original. Taking from these examples, 
the producers explained that the first 
movie was done in the States, and it 
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as devoted to — racing. The 3 
“sequel will spend more time on 
uropean racing as well as the handful 
lof Americans who гасе there. 
“Americans don’t know a lot about 
European racing," explained Don 
Shoemaker. "There's a lot of formal- 
“ness about it. It will be a different kind 
_of film.” 

In the sequel, as with the original, 
Shoemaker’s camerawork will give the 
‘movie his rather uniquely flavored 

- documentary style which sometimes 
"doesn't even look like your normal run 
of the mill documentary. 

Brown's movie, explains Shoemaker, | 
‘because Bruce wasn’t very familiar 
with most of the races then, didn’t 
have a chance to get “into” their 
thoughts. The sequel, on the other 
hand, will have more narrative reflec- 
tions by the likes of Kenny Roberts, 
Brad Lackey and others featured in 
the film. On top of that, Shoemaker 
plans to use many of the camera tricks 
in the new movie that made the first 
film so special. 

Of the production plans laid out so 
far, the company has actually "bought 
“out” a road racing event to get some of 
the action footage that will be needed. 
In this case, the AFM's annual Six 
Hours at Ontario will be part of the 
movie as specially camera-equipped 
road racers will line up on the starting 
grid alongside the serious go-fasters. It 
was a matter of expediency in produc- 
‘tion values since the AMA doesn’t like 
to have cameras and bikes (or bikes 
with cameras) on the same track. 

Outside of the visuals, the other half 
of the film will be the sound of motor- 
cycling.

Everyone in the desert awoke to the 
3 a.m. raindrops on the tops of 
motorhomes, vans, and sleeping bags 
belonging to the hardy ones who opted 
to sleep in the back of the pickups and 
on cots. The fog and low hanging 
clouds made the area look as if the end 
of the world had happened and the 
only survivors were the desert racers. 
When the banner rose shortly after 10, 
the weather was optional. The banner 
dropped, the racers took off just as a 
drizzle of rain started. 

Your reporter was well into third 
stage pneumonia by the time the 
leader, Eric MacCracken arrived, 
tailgated by Cory Timms and Max 
Eddy. Managing the dropoff OK, the 
course headed up a multi-trail past the 
Donkey banner and the frantic 
collection of spectators. Winding past 
the lava plateaus, the racers, en masse, 
spread out and made their way across 
the vast Johnson Valley. It was ho- 
hum-hold-the-throttle-open until they 
reached the blowsand chop before 
check one.

The Legendary Jack Pine 
Dusty and mud-caked you roll in, drop 
down a gear or two and follow some 
riders ahead of you through the 
gathering jam of vans and campers 
returning to headquarters along with 
the bikes. You seem alone and 
unnoticed in the crowd. ; 

Behind you are over 200 miles of 
tortuous trails and backwoods roads — 
more than nine hours of battling sandy 
hills, mud holes, fallen timber and an 
occasional water crossing. And rough, 
seemingly endless tight going through 
the “pines and hardwoods of these 
northern Michigan forests. 

But the annual running of the 


- legendary Jack Pine Enduro is far from 





finished. You and the others still 
running will get more tomorrow, 
another 200 miles of equally rugged 
terrain. Already one-third of the 
almost 400 starters from across North 
America have been knocked out by 
mechanical trouble, fatigue or dis- 
qualification. The rest of you will 
leave the starting line again at the rate 
of up to four per minute beginning at 
7 o'clock Sunday morning, just a half 
hour after the chilly late-summer 
dawn. It'll be dark in the dense-woods 
at first, and the morning mist will 
make the logs slipperier and the trees 
more difficult to dodge. 

Here is a sport that pits hundreds of 
off-road motorcycle riders and their 





machines against nature and each 
other and the clock -- direct 
competition between men, and in- 
creasing numbers of women, from all 
walks of life and all levels of skill from 
novice to champion. It’s a’ sport 
without age limits that combines an 
endurance contest with the thrill of 
racing, one requiring some acrobatic 
balance and agility, quick thinking, 
strength and more than average 
stamina. This doesn’t mean you have 
to be a weightlifter or a long-distance 
runner to ride enduro successfully and 
to have fun. What it does mean is that 
what you lack in muscle and physical 
endurance you must make up in riding 
skill, planning and precise timekeeping 
if you're going to win. 

Yet even winning an enduro is 
different — there aren't any crowds 
cheering you when you finish, not even 
for a championship performance. 
There's no money as a lure to 
greatness, no recognition except 
among other enduro riders. 


Other rugged runs 

The Jack Pine has been going for 
over 50 years, and veterans of those 
early runs say it's not as tough as it 
used to be when there were fewer trails 
and riders covered 600 miles on heavy 
street bikes. Now the Jack Pine is just 
one of more than two dozen nationals 
and more than a hundred local 


endurance runs sanctioned annually 
by the American Motorcyclist Associa- 
tion (AMA) and other regional groups 
for amateur riders. It's currently the 
second longest, exceeded only by the 
Greenhorn in California. Most of the 
other runs are 100 miles, except for a 
few nationals 125 to 150 miles long. 

Entrants are classified by engine 
displacement and rider performance 
in previous enduro competition. 
Except for a senior division for riders 
over 40, there are no age categories, 
and there isn't always a separate 
powder-puff class for women. Starting 
times are determined by a drawing, 
not by class, and everyone rides 
together. A 16-year-old novice may 
begin a run next to a national 
champion. 

You won't find any of the circus-like 
atmosphere of motocross racing at an 
enduro because it’s too spread out for 
all but a hardy and seemingly sadistic 
bunch of spectators who surround 
each mud hole and line each 
impossible hill. Really, only the riders 
ever see an enduro or even catch more 
than a brief look at what it’s all about. 

The names of some of the nationals 
suggest the obstacles or type of terrain 
to be encountered — Fallen Timbers 
in Ohio, Curley Fern in New Jersey 
and the Lonesome Pine straddling the 
mountains of Virginia and Tennessee; 
the Foothills Classic in Minnesota and 





‘Indiana’s Burr Oak. Others like the 


Cotton Boll in Texas, Red Garter in 
California and Steel Helmet in 
Missouri, express the whimsey of the 
promoting clubs. 


How fast is 24 mph? 


Although enduro means endurance 
run, you'll need much more than 
endurance to ride one. Everyone who's 
ridden an enduro, except possibly the 
experts, gets a laugh out of the AMA 
Amateur and Semi-Pro Rule Book, 
which defines an enduro as "a meet 
where speed is not the determining 
factor, and where a time schedule has 
to be maintained...over little used 
roads, trails, foot paths and all other 
types of terrain which may be 
negotiated by the power of the 
motorcycle and the muscular energy of 
the rider." 

Speed may not decide the winners, 
but speed is vital if you're going to 
maintain 24 mph — the most common

enduro pace — past secret checkpoints 
along the run after you've spent 10 
minutes digging your bike out of the 
mud or stopped to change a sparkplug 
or replace a broken throttle cable. If 
you've had trouble, then you'll have to 
gas it when you get going again,. 
passing every rider you catch up to for 
awhile, even on tight trails, and really 
dialing it on when you come to a clear 
stretch of fire road or two-track lane. 

To get this speed and to get through 
the obstacles without delay, you need a 
motorcycle with good power, correct 
gearing and superior handling. As a 
rider, it helps to have natural agility 
combined with skills that often take 
years to acquire and master, 
mechanical know-how to set up your 
bike beforehand and to make 
adjustments and repairs during a run, 
far from help with only what you 
carry, and the stamina and willpower 
to keep you going. And it’s easier and 
more fun if you have an experienced 
gas crew to fuel and feed you when you 
need it and find you when you're 
broken down far out on the course. 

All of these things, and a lot of other 
stuff that should help you have fun 
and hopefully success with enduro 
riding, are covered in some detail in 
this book. : X 

Like other kinds of motorcycling, 
enduro riding got its biggest boost and 
became respectable when low-cost, 
reliable Japanese machines came on 
the North American market in 
increasing numbers during the middle 
and late Sixties. Dual purpose street- 
trail cycles labelled “enduro” ‘came 
from Honda, Kawasaki, Suzuki and 
Yamaha and gave riders a taste of the 
dirt and ideas of competing. But if you 
were really serious about going after 
trophies, you looked across the 
Atlantic to Sweden, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia and other European 
countries where rough-terrain riding 
flourished and manufacturers like 





Husqvarna, Zundapp, MZ and Jawa 
were building rugged, specialized 
motorcycles for this kind of backwoods 
competition, often at twice the price of 
the Oriental bikes. 

These were the motorcycles carrying 


their riders to gold and silver medals at 


the International Six Days Trials — 
ISDT — a gruelling event run in a 
different country each year. This 
annual battle between nations, 
manufacturers and individual riders is 
run over the same kind of course as an 
enduro, although it is scored different- 
ly. It also includes special speed and 
sound tests, and there are tight 
restrictions on parts of a bike which 
can be replaced. All repairs must be 
done by the rider, without outside 
help, during the entire six days of the 
event. 


John Penton's enduro dynasty 

Among the top U.S. riders at the 
time was John Penton of Lorain, Ohio, 
one of the first Americans to regularly 
enter the ISDT. When he first 
competed in this event in 1962 at 
Garmisch, West Germany, John rode a 
250cc BMW, a heavy machine which 
would never be considered for off-road 
use today, then he later switched to the 
much lighter 250cc Husqvarna on 
which he won the U.S. National 
Enduro Championship in 1969. when 
he was 43 years old. 

John Penton never took home a gold 
medal from the ISDT in all tbe years 
he entered, although he was close one 
year until an injury slowed his time in 
a special test and ruined an otherwise 
gold medal score. Year after year he 
travelled to Europe at his own expense 
to try again. Because there are no 
professionals in ISDT or enduro 
competition — except a few factory 
and government riders and teams — 
he never won any money either, but he 
did come up with his idea of the ideal 
enduro motorcycle, and he started 
what for almost 10 years looked like an

a silver medal on his first attempt at 
Six Days riding, and John and another 
team member, Dave Mungenast, each 
picked up a bronze for finishing. 
These were the only medals won by 
Americans that year. 

Party because of John Penton and 
his line of American-designed, Austrian- 
built motorcycles, all enduro bikes 
improved, and the-sport has boomed 
in every area of North America where 
there’s challenging and accessible 
terrain. 

Money is all you need to get the 
right motorcycle and to campaign it, 
but the riding skill needed to do well, 
or even finish within the time limit, is 
acquired only by riding and more 
riding, practicing techniques and 
competing often and hard. New 
England Trail Rider Association, 
which has run enduros and enduro 
schools for many years, recommends 
its members have 3,000 miles of trail- 
riding experience before entering an 
enduro for the first time. It's the best 
way to learn to read a strange trail 
quickly and to negotiate unfamiliar 
obstacles. 


What the scores mean 


Scoring an enduro is a lot like a sports 
car rally — each rider starts out with 
1,000 points and is penalized for being 
early or late at each of a series of 
checkpoints along the marked route, 
usually at places unknown to the 
riders. You try to maintain the pre- 
announced ayerage speed or speeds for 
the run, a near impossible goal even at 
the 24 mph pace used in most events, 
because the penalties for straying from 
this schedule are severe. Under AMA 
rules, you get two points off for the 
first minute early at a check, five for 
each additional minute early, and one 
point for each minute late. If you're 
more than 15 minutes early or an hour 
late at any checkpoint you're 
disqualified. Ties are broken at a 
special check, where seconds in 
addition to minutes are counted. 

Winning scores vary widely with 
each event due to differences in 
terrain, length and difficulty of the 
course, and weather before and during 
the run. The record win in the Jack 
Pine, for instance, is only six points off 
in more than 400 miles! 

Compare that score of 994 for a 
long, two-day run with the results of 
the 1973 Black Coal 125-Mile National 
Enduro in southern Indiana — the 
winner, Jack Penton, John’s youngest 
son, scored 816 and was one of only 10 
riders out of the 400 who started the 
event to make it through the endless 
mud to the finish. And of those 10, 
only Jack and second place finisher 
Bill Kain of. Pittsburgh did it within 
their hour. Bill was one point behind 
and on his way to becoming national 
champion that year. Other top enduro 
riders like Dick Burleson, who has won 
the championship every year since 
then, fell victim to the mud. 

Hitting checkpoints accurately is no 
accident. Every serious rider, even the 
beginners, has a resettable speed- 
ometer, one or two watches, a route- 
holder displaying information about 
time and distance to each turn of the 
course, and often specialized, more 
sophisticated devices designed to 
eliminate the’ need» for 
calculations while riding top speed. on 
difficult trails. Even something lower 
than higher mathematics can divert 
your attention from a menacing 
stump, a washed out trail or a half- 
hidden turn arrow, dropping you 
down in the standings. 


You must finish to win 


But the best motorcycle piloted by 
the best rider will not even finish an 


making' 
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enough tools and spare parts are 
carried to make repairs in. the field. 
An enduro is not only a test of your 
endurance, but that of your machine, 
and every run is laid out with both in 
mind. Butt-bruising bumps in endless 
succession, deep sand, mud and water, 
rocks, logs, tangled underbrush — all 
try to tear you and your motorcycle 
apart until you stop running. 

Knowing this, it's surprising that 
unles you're a beginner you're not 
nervous as you line up at the start and 
wait for your minute to come up. 
You've prepared for this moment, and 
you're looking forward to the ride. 
Breakdowns during previous enduros 
are far from your mind. Perhaps the 
nightmare of a giant bog or 
unclimable hill may linger, but more 
Jikely you're thinking of ways to get 
into the groove quickly, to keep your 
speed on the twisting, tree-lined trail. 

By the time you reach noon gas 
about halfway through the day's run, 
both you and your motorcycle need 
refueling for sure. As your pit crew 
tends to the bike, you down some 
Gator Ade or water and take a few 
quick bites of high energy food — 
maybe a peanut butter and jelly 
sandwich, candy or concentrated food 
sticks. If there's a half-hour or one- 
hour layover and you're not running 
late you can rest, but most riders find 
they have to hurry — they need those 
minutes to get back on schedule. 

Not every rider makes it to the 
finish, even on a fairly easy run, no 
matter how well prepared. A lost gas 
crew can run you out of fuel and leave 
you stranded miles from the nearest 
road if you try to keep on going. A 
thrown chain may spoil your day 
suddenly with a mess of broken gears. 
A hidden stump or unyielding tree 
might send you to the hospital, even 
though serious injuries are rare. 

Beat the Champion? 

What is the lure of motorcycle 
enduro riding? What keeps all kinds of 
ordinary, intelligent, fun-loving 
people coming back for more if this 
seemingly senseless punishment where 
there's hardly a handful of spectators 
to witness the toughest tests? 

The challenge, and fun, of difficult, 
endlessly different riding, of course, 
and of playing an interesting and often 
thrilling motorsport game. But think a 
minute — where else can anybody, 
male or female, young or old compete 
directly against the best in the country 
without first having to qualify or make 
a team or work up through 
eliminations? Any of us can challenge 
the top athletes in any sport. But 
unless we've already proved we're in 
their league we'll never get the chance 
to meet them face to face at their own 
game. Yet anyone can challenge Dick 
Burleson, the Pentons, Skip Olson or 
any of the other winning enduro riders 
just by entering the same events. It's 
one of a handful of sports where you 
get this chance. 

Strangely, at the end of an, enduro 
no cheers ring out; no one's openly 
elated by victory or dejected in defeat. 
Those who make it are happy. Those 
who fail have new stories to tell and 
hopes of a better run next time. And if 
the weather's been good almost 
everyone thinks it was fun. 

It may be hours before the scores are 
tabulated and the winners known. By 
then the crowded campground will be 
thinning, and many of the riders and 
their ‘crews — wives, friends and 
children — will be on the road home. 
The ones who stay late are the ones 
who think they have a chance of taking 
home. some gold: Those who trophy 
get the best kind of applause — from 
the riders who fought hardest to keep 
them from winning. e

It seems the flag no sooner dropped on the 
final Camel Pro Series National at Ascot, then 


here we are just around the corner from the 
"79 slate of major AMA events beginning at 


the Houston Astrodome. 


There will be some changes, 
something old and something 
new. The '79 round will official- 
ly be known as the Winston Pro 


Series, and Charley the Camel has 
been put out to stud or gone on to 
other fields. 

Jay Springsteen and Steve Eklund 
will be at Houston to renew their 
private war, the war in which Eklund 
won both opening battles at Houston 
last year, becoming the first rider to 
ever trip the light twice in the same 
meeting. 

Steve Morehead has been added to 
the Harley-Davidson factory team 
while Corky Keener has been placed in 
semi-team status and Ted Boody 
dropped from the roster. It looks like 
Eklund and Garth Brow either chose 
to stay under the privateer blanket, or 
weren't asked to switch sides. 

Houston is always attractive to both 
full- and part-time fans because the 
season is new, and the riders and 
equipment are fresh. 

It's also traditionally two great 


shows in 24 hours under ideal weather ' 


conditions. There can be no rain dates 
for Houston — they don't need them. 

Bill Spencer, the Sidney Greenstreet 
of northern California's District 96, 
North, has put together some charter 
flights for west coast fans. Since last 
year, the airlines have changed so 
much that fans can now fly to Houston 
for a fraction of what it used to be. 
Check it out. 

The fans from Louisiana again have 
something to cheer about, and you 
haven't heard fans cheer until you 
have heard the 5,000-plus from the 
Bayou State. 

In the early years it was Mike Gerald 
as the hero. Mike has now retired after 
one Houston win, and taking his place 
this year will be the Junior, Freddie 
Spencer, who will race both nights in 
the special. "Invitational" races. 
Spencer is one of the most talented all- 
around riders I have seen come down 
the straightaway in a long time. While 
he is better known as a road racer, he 
just might be even better on dirt. At 
the ripe old age of 16, Freddie has five 
years of dirt track experience, most of 
it as a winner. 

1978 was not a good year for 
rookies. Only one finished in the top 


20 and none made it into the National 
winner's circle in a single event. 

The rookie crop for the Houston 
events is basically unknown outside of 
their home areas. California's Wayne 
Rainey and two or three from Ohio 
and Michigan, plus one from Iowa will 
all be good bets as first-timers in 
National racing under the roof. 

Maybe I have saved the best for last 
for your readers to mull over as the 
year comes to an end. Here it is: 

I am guessing strongly that Kenny 
Roberts will ride in both Houston 
races. The same Kenny that I tagged 
"King" a couple of years ago in one of 
the columns. 

Kenny has not ridden a dirt track 
event since September of '77 and has 
not won a National short track since 
1976, nor a TT since '75. Yet I feel for 
sure,that he and Yamaha will team up 
for a,comeback at Houston where he 
has won three times in the past. 

The new 500cc Road Race World 
Champion will give nothing away at 
Houston since Yamaha builds fine 


‘bikes for both short track and TT — 


proven by Steve Eklund who raced 
backyard specials to vičtory in both 
type events last season. 

Kenny has not put his foot down, at 
least for money or intentionally, for a 
year and a half but hometown 
Modesto is`not over-crowded and he 
and Skip Aksland still have their 
“playground” oval and TT somewhere 
nearby. 

The official tag on the Houston 
events is again the Yamaha Gold Cup 
races, and Yamaha sells motorcycles in 
the U.S. 

Pace Management, the promoters 
of the Houston races, long ago started 
planning the Feb. 2-3 events. They do 
a superb job of planning and organ- 
izing and their efforts will pay off to 
the tune of over 40,000 people each 
night come February. 

Springsteen wants to tie Carroll 
Resweber and win the title four times. 
Eklund feels he should have won it in 
"78. Aksland vows he is going to win it 
all in '79. Spencer is going to show that 
he is in fact a dirt tracker and King 
Kenny wants to make sure the fans 
don't forget him. Can you ask for 
anything more for openers?

The tale of 
The Duck: An 
update 


A lot has happened since the 
U.S. Government tried to crush 
the Phantom Duck of the Desert. 
If you've followed the exploits of 
The Duck in Cycle News, you know 
that the Barstow to Vegas Trail Ride 
not only happened, it was a blazing 
success. 

Since that time, more results of the 
Duck's actions have been realized. In 
actual fact, the Phantom Duck has 
changed the direction of the American 
Motorcyclist Association's District 37. 

Thursday night, Dec. 7, 1978, 
District 37 held its regular monthly 
meeting. At this meeting, it was 
announced by the Legal Defense Fund 
committee that they were officially 
changing their stance regarding the 
Bureau of Land Management. 

Up until now, the District has tried 
to work within the framework of the 
BLM structure. In four years, this 
gained them nothing and cost us land. 

The officers actually got up and said 
that they owed a debt to The Duck 
and they thanked him. Applause from 
all present showed the feelings of the 
club members. 

Dropping another bombshell, 
District announced that they have 
hired the Duck's lawyer to work with 
them in fighting the BLM and other 
abusive agencies in court. It was clear 
that the days of taking it in the ear 
without a whimper are over. Jim Wells 
announced that District 37 was also 
filing for the original Barstow to Vegas 
and the Check Chase. If turned down, 
Wells said they would sue all the way 
down the line. 

This brought the house down. 

The Duck was then invited to 
address the Sports Committee. In a 
voice ringing with conviction and 
strength, the Duck warned the District 
officers and reps about under- 
estimating the vile and rotten tactics of 
the BLM. He reminded them that we 
are dealing with people who will lie, 
cheat, swindle, steal and threaten to 
get things their way. 

To back up the statement of the 
Duck, this writer got up and told the 
District meeting that the power and 
money of the DMA (Ducks Motorcycle 
Association) was behind District — as 
long as they did what they said. In 
other words, all the awesome power of 
the Mighty Mallard would be there as 
a watchdog. 

The Duck finds himself in a unique 
position. He owes no allegiance to 
District 37, none to CRC, no ties with 
AMA, no favors owed to CMC, or 
anyone else for that matter. He has no

land for the off-road people — по 
matter what or who they ride with. 

The Duck will work. with any 
organization interested in opening up 
more land for recreational purposes. 
This means dune buggies, sand sailers, 
anyone. 

It pleased the Duck Organization 
mightily to see District 37 make a 1809 
swap in policy. We pointed out loud 
and clear that the motorcycle rider is 
not a soft willed whimp, willing to sit 
on his can while "negotiations" go on 
aroünd him. 

The DMA has decided to let it all 
hang out. We are not only going to 
back District 37 in its fight, we will 
fight on our own, giving the BLM a 
double tongued viper to deal with. 

We have irons in the fire and evil 
things planned for the enemy. In 
particular, keep Ground Hog's Day 
(Feb. 2, 1979) open on your calendar. 
This will be a good one. 

The good people who responded tc 
the Legal Attack Fund cannot be 
thanked enough. The very first person 
to send in a check was none other than 
CN enduro journalist, Larry Langley. 

A partial list of those in the industry 
who got behind us is shown here, This 
list is by no means complete, as more 
support continues to roll in daily. Oh 
yes. The Dirt Diggers Motorcycle Club 
alone contributed over $700 to the 
Attack Fund. 

The list: Winston Beaumont, 
Malcolm Smith, Webco, California 
Enduro Association, Works 
Performance, JT Racing, White Bros. 
Cycle, Hemet Cycle Center, Terry 
Cables, KTM, Al Baker Racing 
Products, Cycle Products West, 
Maico, Torsten Hallman Racing, and 
Electro Helmets. 

This is only a partial list. Time (lack 
of it) prevents more details. One thing 
that amazed us was that riders from all 
over the country sent in Bucks for the 
Duck. We received mail from 
Wisconsin, Idaho, Utah, Ohio, 
Florida, etc., etc. 

The editors of Cycle News have 
served the riders in a true fashion. 
They kept the public informed and 
gave much space in their pages to the 
matter. Our thanks to them. 

It appears that the Phantom Duck 
of the Desert may win the CN Rider of 
the Year award. If he does, then it 
even becomes more of a victory for the 
dirt bikers. He has proven that one 
stubborn, tough, honest man can 
change things in a big way. 

For a full story on the Phantom 
Duck of the Desert, check out the 
March 1979 issue of Dirt Bike. It 
should be on sale right around Feb. 
20. 

And, for quick news, keep reading 
Cycle News. The battle is just starting 
and the Duck will keep you posted.

many cases I prefer the desert. but the 
parks are not there to get around the 
desert areas. They both have to 
compliment each other. Parks are for 
convenient day use, short travel, short 
period time type facilities. Desert is for 
more lengthy type stays, overnight 
camping. So then you have to have a 
camper or motorhome in which you tie 
up $10,000-$40,000 for a vehicle you 
can go out there and sit in, which 
doesn't usually get very good gas 
mileage. I'm. not a rich man and I 
don't involve myself in a lot of exotic 
sports, but the few sports I'm involved 
in are equally as expensive if not more 
so than motorcycling. I can take my 
family bike riding as cheaply as I can 
take them skiing. In fact, lift tickets at 
most resorts will be running $12-$15 
this year. Compare that to the $5 gate 
fees at Saddleback. 

Do you see a decrease in the number 
of riders coming into the park? 
WILSON: Our attendance was down 
this year, but I think the industry was 
down this last year. I don’t think it's 
because of our admission price. I think 
people are getting concerned about 


BLM land closures and they're 
disenchanted about total and 
complete hassles from the 


government. I think they're going off 
into other areas of recreation. 
PETERS: I think it’s a combination of 
other things too, where motorcycling 
today is a status symbol. Many years 
ago, when I first started riding motor- 
cycles, you had a pair of blue jeans, 
linemans boots, a reasonable helmet, 
goggles and gloves. That was the 
extent of it. Everything else you wore, 
whether it was your jeans or a Pendle- 
ton shirt, was just a part of your every- 
day wardrobe. Now, little Johnny, 
when he first starts riding his motot- 
cycle, in some cases has as much 
money tied up on his body as he does 
on his bike. He has to have the Joel 
Robert shoulder pads, and the face 
guard, and the hip pads, and the 
Hallman leathers, and the Hi Point 
Boots, and the JT Racing socks, and 
the gloves. But a lot of this apparel has 
just gone out of sight! If I paid more 
than $2 or $3 for a pair of gloves, I 
wouldn't buy them. Now days the 
riders think nothing of spending $28- 
$30 for a pair of gloves that might last 
half a season with normal use. Then 
all of them have to have a van or a 
tricked-out pick-up truck to haul their 
bikes back and forth to the races. A lot 
of them feel if they can't have a 

tricked-out van and the tricked-out 
motorcycle with all the super gear, 
they don’t want to be a racer anymore. 
I think that's deterred a lot of young 
men from continuing on with their 
racing. Too, when the young man 
moves away from home and doesn't 
have the financial support of his 
parents anymore (in many cases the 


parents supported about 95 percent of- 


his racing habit) he discovers he can't 
keep up with the other guys and just 
finds other things to do. 
Vic, do the various parks have a lot 
of communication between each 
other? Do you ever work together as 
a group on various problems you 
might have in common? For example 
the insurance problem? 
WILSON: I tried several years ago to 
get a park owners association started, 
but unfortunately they all felt I was 
overstepping my bounds or that I 
wanted to have control. But I didn't 
intend for it to be that way at all. 
Nothing fruitful ever came out of the 
meeting. But we are in constant 
` communication, talking about mutual 
problems. Basically insurance prob- 
lems, track conditions, promoter 
problems. 

‚ What kind of promoter problems do 

ou have? Е 

WILSON: (Laughingly) Believe me, 
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all promoters are not as stoutworthy as 
Stu Peters. There are a lot of 
promoters out there that don't repre- 
sent what they advertise or put 
together. Since there are basically only 
four parks in southern California, if 
we find a problem with one promoter 
we try to discuss what problems we've 
had with that promoter so that when 
he goes to another track they're aware 
of it out front. I think basically all the 
parks do try to work toward making 
the riders happy. 1 don't think anyone 
is sitting down there in a rocking chair 
trying to rip anybody off. 

What about you Stu? Do you work 
with other promoters? 


PETERS: We don't have much 
contact with other promoters outside 
of occasionally touching base with 
them. We've been kind of a leader in 
the area as far as setting entry fees, 
license fees and so forth. Everybody 
kind of sat around and waited to raise 
their entries because they felt if they 
did then we would get all the riders 
and they wouldn't get any, so they've 
all tried to keep it in some line. Occa- 
sionally our office will have contact 
with them when one of us might be 
running a series and someone feels a 
rider might be “cherry pickin” or 
really riding out of class. We will then 
find out what the classification of the 
rider is in their particular organiza- 
tion. Most of the promoters in 
southern California are in a position to 
have an agreement with the track they 
hold most of their events with. In the 
case of CMC, we have an agreement 
with both Saddleback and Carlsbad to 


run events on certain Sundays of the 


year. I’m expected to put out a 14 
Karat effort and run those particular 
Sundays so the cash flow for their 
facility actually happens on that parti- 
cular day. We need the cash flow also. 
Each track and organization needs 
their own particular cut of the pie 
every week to keep their cash flow 
moving. It’s a situation where I have 
sponsors come to me and say, we want 
to put a series on and here's when we 
want to do it. So I look in the paper 
and I'll try not to run against some big 
annual event, but other than that I 
will go ahead and put my race 
together; and in many cases I'm 
bumping heads with another promoter 
— but it's something you just have to 
go ahead and do. At any rate, we plan 
our whole program a full year in 
advance. I can’t pull my horns in and 
say CMC can’t run because there’s an 
event on the same day at Indian Dunes 
or Racing World. Saddleback Park 
and Racing World are the two tracks 
closest together with the same basic 
facilities as far as that goes. They're 
only seven miles apart. We draw from 
the same groups of people every week- 
end and each organization tries to put 
on the best show possible to draw as 
many people out to their event as 
possible. I don't think there will ever 
be a promoters organization in south- 
ern California because there are a 
million people that would like to 
promote races here. Everybody feels a 
promoter has it made, that all we have 
to do is show up twice a week and the 
rest of the time is goof-off time. They 
feel I'm doing something they would 
just love to do and I'm getting paid for 
it. There again, I've had people come 
up to me and say, “hey, you're 
charging too much money!” And I say, 
“well, do you think these workers and I 
should be doing it for free?” And they 
say, “yeah, you should be doing it for 
free, because it's a sport." And then I 
ask, "well, what do you do for a living?" 
And they say, "that's different. I man- 
ufacture hardware or I run à racquet- 
ball club," or something that's not 
connected with the sport. My reply is, 
“you should tell my wife and kids how 
it's different and how it's for the sport 


and that they should go live in a tent."e

Laswell lassoes 
Nevada 
Championship H&H

LAS VEGAS, NV, DEC. 17 


Butch Laswell, aboard his brand 
new Husqvarna 390 for the first 
time, captured the overall win 
at the Motorcycle Racing Asso- 
ciation of Nevada sanctioned 1978 


Nevada State Championship Hare & 
Hound. 


It seems every year, the Silver City 
Scramblers, sponsors of the Champion- 
ship, work it right with the rain gods, 
who give the Scramblers just enough 
rain prior to the race day to keep the 
dust down and provide excellent 
traction. This year, their resident 
desert wizard “White King” over did it 
as the rains began late Saturday even- 
ing and continued right on through 





the entire race, varying from inter- 
mitent showers to downright downpours. 
Generally, however, the water did not 
faze the racers, except for a few who 
expressed concern over the prospect of 
racing across the normally dry lake 
bed adjacent to the pit area near Jean. 
(Jean: isn't that where the new Nevada 
State pen is, the one with the eerie 
orange lights you see glowing off in the 
foothills from 1-15 heading towards 
Vegas from L.A.? Yes.) 

Racing started sans the familiar 
smoke bomb (for damp, obvious 
reasons) and picking his way to an 
early lead was Butch Laswell, a local 
rider from Overton, NV. Laswell has 
been a hard charging 250 rider for the 
past couple of years and this was his 
first ride in the open class. His lead 
quickly developed into a strong one 
which he maintained for the balance 
of the race. Laswell's pie plate letter 
was K; do you suppose that means 
Kwick? 

Partially through the first loop 
which was approximately 35 miles 
long and comprised primarily of alter- 
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Rick Johnson won the Racing World 125cc Pro class. 


nating open desert and fire roads, 
quite a race was building behind 
Laswell. Mel Chapman, noted locally 
more for his MX-pertise, seemed to be 
closing his Yamaha 400 in on Laswell. 
Close behind was Jeff Harper aboard a 
reported 250 CZ that looked a lot like 
a Honda CR. The next group of three, 
running very close together were 
Martin St. Martin (390 Hus) a 
Phoenix, AZ, local, Der Winerschnizel- 
sponsored Rod Alstrom (Yam 250) and 
first 125cc Ron Ellenberg (Yam). Into 
the pits and back on the final, approx- 
imately 40-mile, loop, desert Pro Jack 
Johnson found himself in 18th overall, 
due to a faulty kill button wire which 
gave trouble through the first loop. 


The final portion of the race was 
complicated by more severe rains and 
winds. Riders not prepared for cold 
weather riding certainly were wishing 
they were! There was one section in the 
second loop which helped to warm the 
racers up. Approximately 3-4 miles of 
continuous 3-5 foot whoop dee dos, 
formed by thé four wheelers who run 
on this section during numerous 
Southern Nevada Off Road Enthusiast 
SNORE (not SCORE) sponsored 
events. Following Laswell to the finish 
were Chapman, Harper, St. Martin, 
then Jack Johnson after a very strong 

‘charge in the second. lap. Next was 
KTM 250 mounted Kevin Davis, 
followed by Alstrom and first 125cc 
Ron Ellenberg. Ninth overall was 250 
KTM rider Marc Knudsen,, MRAN's 
number one 250cc for 1978. Other 
class winners include Mike Motto, first 
Amateur (Yam 400); Ken Guio, first 
over 38; and first Novice Rich Capri 
(Yam 250). 


Next year MRAN has a very active 
calendar, including the year opening 
Moapa to Vegas point to point hare 
and hound, so if you are looking for an 
excuse to go to Vegas or you just want 
to supplement your local racing 
schedule, try the Nevada desert.

Jewell, Johnson, 
Andrist blaze 
Racing World MX

TRABUCO CANYON, CA, DEC. 10 
Motorcycle long distance jump 
world record holder Gary Wells, 
(sometimes known as Scary 
Gary), drifted out from his 
home in Phoenix, AZ, to play moto man 
out at Racing World for a day. Wells, 
who was in reality practicing to get in 
shape for the upcoming Parker 400 
desert race said he hasn't raced ser- 
iously in the past five years but will 
now be getting back into it for his 
Apache Honda East sponsor in 
Phoenix. Wells’ lack of moto exper- 
ience showed as he didn't win either of 
the 250cc Pro motos he entered. He 
was able to take the holeshot in both 
but quickly got passed in each and 
held the second place position for only 
four laps in the first moto because his 
bike went out on him in the fourth lap 
and he didn't finish. 

Race number two was a different 
story. Wells lost his first place hole- 
shot position to Scott Andrist early in 
the race but held his second place 
position and in the final stretch of the 
race got in so close to Andrist that at 
the flag he lost the race by less than 
half a bikelength. Andrist, mean- 
while had finished third in the first 
race and totaled enough points to 
become the overall winner. Bill Boyer, 
who finished second behind Charles 
Welk in the first moto finished third 
the second time around and took 
second overall with Wells completing 
the day in third. 

Welk took his Jim Davis-sponsored 
Yamaha through the holeshot in the 
first Open Pros race followed by Bill 
Jewell and Brad McLeod, but five laps 
later McLeod had hustled his Husky 
into the lead. Bill Jewell was also able 
to master his Moto Meister Maico 
around Welk and when McLeod took 
a spill in the eighth lap, Jewell had the 
win. Welk held his position to finish 
number two and McLeod recovered 
from his dive to round out the race in 
third. 

On the second tour of the track 
Jewell ran away with the race followed 
all the way around by McLeod. Jewell's 
second win for the day gave him a 1-1 
overall victory and McLeod's 3-2 set 
him up for second place pay and Welk 
didn't finish.

After 
Craig Adams seized his KTM, he got 
back in just to dice with me. I was 
having so much fun with Craig, I 
didn't pay any attention to Wayne." 

Larry wasn't the only one not paying 
attention. The finish flagman missed 
Martin and gave the checkered to 
Roeseler who was followed by Rusty 
Clarke and Jim Fishback. 

The 250cc race was a different 
story. Roeseler moved out front and 
thats where he stayed. The JBS 
Racing Team of Mike Brown and John 
Taylor, who finished second and 
third, mentioned that - Roeseler 
stopped once to take banners out of his 
wheel. He then passed them back at a 
tremendous speed and finished with a 
two minute lead. 

As the 200cc Experts and Amateurs 
cleared the first sharp turn and 
headed for open country, they found a 
banner stretched across the course. 
Someone had jumped the gun by 
several bike lengths and a restart was 
called. The second start was smooth 
and Jim Odle quickly took the lead. 
The 19-year-old Escondido Suzuki rider 
added another win to his flawless 
record. Rick Rogers took second while 
Mark MacFarland fought off Bill _ 
Whitener and Bill Holmes for third. 

The 25 Minis provided strong com-

petition of their own. "The Bullit," 
Kevin Senn, from Canoga Park's Inter- 
national MC claimed the overall win, 
earning him the number one plate for 
1979. Mark Heth, who's had a string 
of mechanical problems lately, took an 
impressive second and Jason Prater, on 
a new Yamaha YZ80F, took third. A 
new crowd pleaser was Bellflower 
Yamaha's Dave Trager. The 11-уеаг- 
old started on the Beginner line and 
finished fourth overall. 

Another newcomer, Lee Mont- 

gomery, dominated the Senior race. 
He completed the 516-mile course 
laps in 616 minutes and was threat- 
ened only by Competition Cycle’s 
Charlie Conway. “The Hawaiian” was 
running third until the last lap where 
Clark Phillips edged. by just before the 
finish. 
. The team race produced another 
surprise for Roeseler. Unknown to 
Roeseler and partner Rick Finger, 
Dan Miller and Dave Carlson were 
right with them for the last four laps. 
When it was Roesler's lap, he had the 
lead. When it was Finger's lap, Miller 
took the lead. On the last lap, Finger 
was shocked to see the checkered go 
out for the bike in front of him. 
Although official results are pending, 
preliminaries indicate "not paying 
attention" struck again. 

The always-smiling Roeseler said “It 
was a fun day on a fun course.” He 
had come out to test his recently 
injured leg, which felt good, and also 
to begin preparations for his 1979 
schedule which will be adding moto- 
cross to the existing SCORE races, 
District 37 and of course, the Inter- 
national Six Day Trials. 


Plante pulls a close 
one at Corona MX; 
Poly tops HSMX

CORONA, CA, DEC. 8 

Corona's long awaited new start- 
ing gate was installed just before 
race time Friday night and it was 
met with overwhelming approval 
by the riders. It was the same unit used 
at the Anaheim MX Finals and other 
supercross events. The gate is actually 
made up of 20 independent sections 
that fall back towards the riders, 
discouraging overanxious racers from 
jumping the gun with the prospect of 
being held back. 








When the gate dropped for the start 
of 250cc Pro moto one, everyone got 
out OK with holeshot artist Pryor 
Campbell (Hon) on top. At the end of 
dap one, however, it. was DG's John 
Greenway in the lead. Joe Plante 
(Hon) also managed to squeeze past 
Campbell early in the race. Greenway 
was building a bigger lead on every 
lap. But the battle for third place was 
still hot. Dave Rose (Hon), in his first 
race since breaking his arm several 
months ago,. was right behind 
Campbell and pushing hard. When he 
passed the Suzuki rider, he pulled a 
little on Plante, but it wasn’t enough 
before the checkered flag came out. 

In round two, it was Campbell 
briefly in the lead again before 
Greenway took over. This time, 
however, Greenway's luck had run 
out. On the third lap he went down 
because of a derailed chain and gave 
the lead back to Campbell. Plante, in 
the meantime, was busy dicing with 
Rose. The two of them closed on 
Campbell and Plante took the lead on 
the fourth-lap. For the rest of the race, 
Rose tried unsuccessfully to move into 
second place. The overall results went 
Plante, Campbell, Rose, Greenway 
and Bill Delevie (Yam). 

Robert Gray took the Dusty's Cycle 
banner to first overall in the 125cc Pro 
class. The usual king of the class, 
Danny Burtt, has been kept out of 
action with the flu for the last two 
weeks so Gray has been having little 
trouble in taking that crown for 
himself. Doug Lincoln (Suz) led moto 
one for less than a lap before Gray shot 
by and disappeared. Brent Blount 
(Suz) and Scott Paschal (Yam) also 
managed to pass Lincoln, who was 
racing for the first time in quite a 
while. The next match saw Gray win, 
but with more difficulty than before. 
He spent half the race in second 
behind Blount before finally breaking 
into the lead. The final standings went 
Gray, Blount, Paschal and Lincoln. 


Poly High School took top honors in 
the HSMX with wins in the 100cc 
Senior and 125 Senior classes. Tony 
Rossetti (Yam) split wins in the 100cc 
Senior class with Saddleback’s Louie 
Soto, but took the overall win, giving 
Poly an early lead. Warren Bell was 
the other Poly hero, taking two 
straight wins over Marc Blount (also of 
Poly) and George Roese.

CRC Saddleback 
МХ laurels go 
to Lawrence

ORANGE, CA, DEC. 10 
With 1978 winding to a close 
and the Christmas Holidays in 
sight, a festive crowd converged 
on Saddleback Park. 


The 250cc Pros staged their own 
celebration with close to 40 riders, 
calling for qualifiers and a 
consolation race. Mark Lawrence, 
aboard a Yamaha for Crown Cycle, 
absolutely dominated his qualifier, 
holding the lead from the start. With 
10 riders transferring to the main the 
pressure on the leaders was unreal! 
During the qualifier he fought off 
Chuck Lunde and Tony Gomez, who 
was riding for South Bay Yamaha. 

The other qualifier belonged to Jim 
Tarantino astride a Suzuki. Jim had 
one fine ride of his career as he broke 


away on the first lap and snatched the 
lead away from Don Draskovich 
(DMG). Tarantino had a fight on his 
hands and did a beautiful job of 
holding back Robert Reisinger (Kaw) 
and Tim Locey (DG). 

~ The consolation race brought Steve 
Potts and Dennis Brown together in a 
duel for the lead that knew no end. 
With less than two bikelengths 
between them for much of the race, 
Brown snatched the lead away only to 
have Potts grab it back before the 
finish line. With only five transferring 
to the main a "do or die" duel was 
shaping up for fifth place. In sixth, Joe 
Price was pushing hard, trying every 
conceivable line around any available 
rider. Price finally took fifth away 
from Glen Elliott and burned rubber 
throughout the remainder of the race 
to hold back Jim Hale and keep him in 
sixth. 

When the top 25 racers met on the 
starting grid Tarantino was ready and 
grabbed the holeshot with Tolar in 
second, trying valiantly to hold back 
Lawrence by a mere bikelength or 
two. Wheel to wheel they battled until 
Lawrence slipped a wheel under and 
went after Tarantino. 

With the top three pulling away, a 
battle was shaping up for fourth with 
Chuck Lunde holding off the rest of 
the pack. Lawrence was steadily 
gaining on Tarantino. With Lawrence 
on the outside, Tarantino dove in and 
shut the door; Lawrence merely 
charged right back in and took over 
the lead. Tolar then took over third as 
Lunde. went off the track with tire 
problems. When the checkered flag 
signaled the end, Lawrence scooped 
up top dollar for the day, Tarantino 
took down second, Tolar was there for 
third and Reisinger took fourth. 

Trev Hall, aboard a Suzuki, totally 
blitzed the track in pursuit of the 
125cc Intermediate victory. 

In the first moto, Robbie Healy took 
over the lead from Tom Wilson. Hall, 
running third, found heavy traffic on 
his tail from Bill Recchia and Tom 
Satchell, all Suzuki-mounted. 

Healy and Wilson had their own 
private race going, wheel-to-wheel 
over every inch of track. Hall, Recchia 
and Satchell were dueling to the end, 
three abreast and closing fast on 
Wilson. Beset with problems, Wilson 
withdrew and fell back in the pack, 
giving Hall a chance at Healy. By the 
end of the moto Hall had cranked it all 
the way and taken over the lead for the 
moto win, Healy held second and 
Recchia was in third. 

The second time around, Norm 
Nillson led the charge coming down 
the hill with a three-way duel for 
second between Healy, Hall and 
Recchia. Healy spun out and bike 
problems set him back as Hall took 
command. Nillson was absolutely 
glued to Hall’s rear fender until he 
too, was off the track with mechanicals 
and forced back to eighth. . 

With unbelievable changes taking 
place throughout the moto and the 
lead being passed back and forth like a 
hot spark plug, Satchell moved on out 
in front, taking with him Recchia and 
Hall, now in third. When they finally 
crossed the finish line Hall took the 
overall win, Satchell scored second 
overall and third overall went to 
Recchia.

The Shadow Glen track was the 
site for American Motocross En- 
terprises' last race for the 1978 
season, and some excellent races 
there were. 


The first moto of the 125 Pro class 
was an ex-minicycle star showdown. 
The gate fell and, after a two month 
vacation of not racing, it was Bobby 
Jones (Suz) in front, with 15-year-old 
A.J. Whiting (Yamaha Motor/AJRP) 
right on Jones’ fender and Jim Holley 
(Yamaha Motor) behind Whiting.

First moto 
finishing order: Holley, Myerscough, 
Whiting, and Blose. 

The second moto was a completely 
different story. Blose pulled a huge 
holeshot and was gone with 
Myerscough second off the line. 
Holley, Jones, and Whiting were not 
far behind. Blose had complete 
control of the. track, knowing 
Myerscough was right there waiting 
for a mistake. Myerscough followed 
Blose around the track the first seven 
laps. By the halfway marker Blose's 
bike was heating up and losing power 
and Myerscough got by. Myerscough 
and Blose had completely dominated 
this moto with Holley taking third and 
Whiting fourth. Overall finishing 
positions were: Myerscough, Holley, 
Blose and Whiting. 

Open Pros were the next class to 
take on the track. Moto one saw 
Kolbe-sponsored Eddie Cole take the 
win start to finish on his Can-Am. 
Ronnie Gibson (Suz), Wally Koch 
(Mai), and Yamaha mounted Randy 
Lewis were where the battle was for 
second place. After a swap for 
positions Gibson’ was in second and

after Cole. But Cole was in control 
with no problems. 

The second moto saw Cole in front 
off the start but with mechanical 
problems he had dropped back to 
sixth and Bob Bang (Yam) and Joe 
Blanchard (Mai) were battling for the 
lead. Bang took the lead for about six 
laps, then Blanchard decided it was 
his turn to lead, and that he did to the 
checkered flag. But somehow, 
overcoming his mechanical problems, 
Cole had caught back up to third, 
which gave him the overall win for the 
day. Koch took home second overall 
and third went to Joe Blanchard. 

After watching the 250cc Pro class 
grow and grow, it once again was the 
biggest class of the day with super 
competition. In the first moto, as 21 
raced for the first sweeper, it was 
Kolbe Can-Am-mounted Greg 
Robertson all the way, with fellow 
Can-Am rider Donnie Hansen settling 
into second and David Taylor (Yam) 
running third. By the second lap, 
Robertson was still in the lead with 
Hansen in pursuit. Chappy Blose 
maneuvered his Maico through traffic 
and was soon commanding second 
spot, not far behind Robertson. 
Myerscough, who came off the line in 
14th spot, was also doing some 
catching up and halfway through the 
race he was running sixth. Blose was 
really picking up some seconds on 
Robertson and Hansen was back in the 
running after a spill. Myerscough was 
not third and after Robertson and 
Blose, but there wasn't much time left. 
Ron Turner (Yam) and Bill Ovellette 
(Yam) were goin' at it for the fifth spot 
with Turner bringin' it across the 
checkered in front of Ovellette. First 
moto wrap-up was Robertson, Blose, 
Myerscough, and Hansen. 

The second moto saw some erratic 
changes with Robertson and Blose 
both coming off the line back in the 
pack. Hansen had the second moto 
wire to wire after pulling the holeshot 
and securing himself a safe, snug lead. 
“Radical” Ron Turner had hold of 
second with Mike Shoemaker running 
close behind. Another Can-Am rider,

Kurt Sofka, had clinched fourth spot, 
and on the first lap around, Robertson 
was running sixth with Blose in 
striking distance of Robertson. The 
second lap brought yet another 
change: Robertson had moved to 
fourth but where was Blose?

Marathon madness 


run rampant at Lodi

LODI, CA, DEC. 3 

Cross country racers, scram- 
blers, short trackers and some 
good Pros came out for a day of 
fun and dirt clod battles on a 
great mile-long track at the famous 
Lodi Cycle Bowl, just off Hwy. 99 in 
the San Joaquin Valley. 

Mini kids were the first order of the 
day with Tiny Petit the winner after 
completing 50 laps, just ahead of 
Aaron Hill with 49. First Novice went 
to Allen Owing and Billy Brooks got. à 
lap on Scott Lundsford; that was the 
trophy count for the little guys. 

Lightweights were most abundant 
in the 125-200cc class along with a lot 
of minis involved with maxi type kids 
riding. Marthoner Bob Friedland led 
the parade for a few laps until Cloyse 
Holland came, from fifth to take the 
lead on the sixth lap. He held it to the 
end of the one and one-half hours, for 
57 laps with cross country racer Steve 
Ferroni finishing second overall on an 
IT 175. 

One lap back a third Expert, Larry 
Hannah, was on an XL Honda from 
the Joe Herb Honda stables of Merced. 
At this point the count on back is 


different from what was posted by the 
scorers which makes marathon racing 
a madness. It is extremely hard to 
score a whole race with some 40 
starters and give a total breakdown of 
each rider at the end of the race. But 
it’s been done before and will have to 
be continued if long distance, closed 
course racing is to survive. 

In the battle out front, Holland held 
on with comparative ease, only 
changing riders once. When he found 
that’s what was allowing Ferroni to 
catch up, he quickly remounted the 
Jorgy Suzuki and kept his distance 
from the IT. 

. Mike Jennings led the early stages 
of the 250cc event but Alex Jorgensen 
was his usual overpowering self and led 
the substantial portion for a big win 
over the MX rider. From lap eight to 
lap 57 Jorgy's Can-Am whispered 
quietly to the overall. Jennings, the 
next rider, was one full lap down and 
third went to Alex's little friend, Tracy 
Hays, who was some three laps in 
arrears to Alex. Tracy showed a lot of 
style and race wiseness in lasting the 
one and one-half hours on his own. 


Brad Summers is another of the 
young lions getting ready to jump on 
the Pro tour in the year to come. With 
only one trophy up front for the 
Experts, fourth overall didn't seem too 
exciting but it was certainly a game 
effort. Joe Knight and Billy Arbogast 
finished 52 and 51 laps, taking first 
Junior and first Novice respectively, 
while staying very close together 
throughout the time period. 

A veritable potpourri of Open class 
machinery brought out every 
imaginable. style and size in the 
catchall class. It was Al McGehee on 
Randy Thompson's KTM leading 
after one lap and the scrambles Expert 
ran a tough line just in front of Craig 
Scroggins for 15 laps until Al handed 
over the reins to the Novice rider. 
Scroggins led the major part of the one 
and one-half hours on an MX-Fox 
Yamaha. 

Dave Busby tried to hold a close 
count on the two leaders but on the 
third lap he slid off the first corner and 
dropped back, allowing the Winton 
Cycle Suzuki of Tim Adams to take 
third over Ron Knight, Mark Key, 
Steve Brandt and Brian Thompson. 
All were very close for the opang 
laps. 

Brandt and the very trick Сойсоса 
Yamaha TT 500 moved right up to 
third until lap 11 when a head gasket 
blew out, just like at the Baja. Then 
Scott Link, on a real new Maico, took 
third until he had a run in with 
Scroggins and fell, bending his bars 
the wrong way. Just 15 laps into the 
race the front seven started lapping 
slower riders with Scroggins nearly 
alone at the helm. Thompson was the 
only close runner. 

At 21 laps, Scorggins had lapped 
through to fifth with Thompson still in 
sight and Steve Ferroni just over Ron 
Knight. Al McGehee had gone back to 
work and moved to fifth and it looked 
like old marathon madness home week 
with Gary Trammell changing bikes as 
fast as anyone wanted to pit. It's easy 
to give up your scoot when you're 
tired and the guy smiling down on you 
is 6 ft. 9" and 280 lbs. worth of first 
string tackle. Al finally got by Adams' 
DR 370 just about the time the spokes 
gave up. Knight slipped off the lap 
pace and Larry Young moved up 
along with the Wright boys, whichever 
of the three was riding. Jim Mahoney 


- had teamed with young Bob 


Cunnington and were doing well at 
ninth place with Bobby's mom Judy 
doing all the cheering. 


Just past the halfway mark 
Scroggins was over half a lap ahead of 
the Hayward Yamaha TT 500 of 
Thompson's and the XL 350 of Kiser 
Bros. fame, Steve Ferroni. Steve was 
riding his second class all by himself. 
Cunnington moved up to fifth behind 
McGehee who changed off one more 
time. But when Mahoney and his top 
flight Volkswagen crew made the 
change they reversed to finish about 
sixth. 

The pace began to tell the tale in 
the last 40 minutes as Ferroni put on 
the pressure just before 50 laps. He 
passed Thompson on lap 42 and 
moved by Scroggins on lap 48. Craig 
appeared to be a bit tired when he 
started doing wheelies off some corners 
but not enough to let Thompson: get 
any closer. Brian was happy at doing 
this well and with 57 laps completed 
the checkered was thrown at 
Scroggins. If that doesn’t made sense, 
it’s because he was the first one around 
at one and. one-half hours. When 
Ferroni came around to take the 
checkered, he owned 58 laps but the 
confusion ran rampant from there and 
may never be satisfied. That's what 
makes Marathon Madness. 


Cantaloupi

SACRAMENTO, CA, NOV. 26 
Donnie Cantaloupi and Jim 
Lesniewski dominated Pro moto- 
cross action at No-Name Promo- 
tions' CMC race at Sacramento's 
Prairie City OHV Park. Cantaloupi 
increased his string of moto victories to 
19 straight in No-Name competition 
after wire to wire finishes in both the 
125cc and 250cc Pro divisions.

, pass them both. Late in the race 


Berluti came back to take a short-lived 
lead, but Lesniewski regained it and 
held on for the win. Berluti took 
second with Westbrook third. 

It was Lesniewski and Berluti out 
front again in the second moto with 
Lesniewski holding a half-second lead 
through most of the race. Late in the 
moto, however, Berluti missed a shift 
and it looked like the half-second he 
lost might do him in. He made his 


come back midway through the last. 


lap and passed Lesniewski to take the 
lead, holding it until a hundred yards 


from the finish line when Lesniewski 


squeezed by him to take the checkered 
flag first. 

In the first 250cc Pro moto, Donnie 
Cantaloupi positioned his Yamaha 
into an early lead, but he had 
Lesniewski and Berluti to contend 
with early in the race. Then, heading 
up the big hill, Berluti hit a rut and 
went flying over his handlebars, taking 
out Lesniewski in the process. The 
result left Chris Grower (Hon) in a 
solid second place, far 
Cantaloupi who glided on to an easy 
win. 

Cantaloupi had no problem with 
the second moto. Berluti agains 


behind , 





hounded Donnie early in the race but 
he gradually dropped. off the pace. 
Lesniewski held third most of the moto 
with Grower falling into a solid fourth 
place slot. As they crossed the finish 
line Cantaloupi was way out in front, 
with Berluti, Lesniewski and Grower 
following. 

Cantaloupi was devastating in the 
125cc Pro competition, finishing the 
first moto with a 28-second margin 
over second place Suzuki mounted 
Dana Waxham. Donnie took the 
holeshot and spent the rest of the moto 
riding alone far ahead of the rest of 
the riders. Waxham held second 
throughout the race. Rick Woodson 
(Suz) and Brian Coulson (Suz) had an 
intense fight for third place, with 
Woodson the victor. 

In the second moto Cantaloupi got 
off to a rare bad start and came out of 
the first turn dead last. As they headed 
into the second lap it was Waxham out 
front, with Cantaloupi now already 
more than halfway through the group 
of 12 riders up to fifth. Ron Taylor 
(Suz) followed Waxham, with Brian 
Coulson holding third. By the next lap 
Cantaloupi had moved into second 
place, right on Waxham's tail. 
Predictably, Waxham fell prey to 
Cantaloupi shortly thereafter. Donnie 
continued to pour it on, capturing thé 
win. Waxham followed for second 
with Taylor third. 

Kenny McKenzie (Suz) captured the 
overall trophy in 125cc Intermediate 
action, but he had an exciting battle 
with Robert Presley (Suz) in the second 
moto, providing one of the most 
exciting races of the day. Ron 
McClean (Suz) led early in the moto 
but lost the position to McKenzie early 
in lap two. Corry Onley (Yam) 
challenged Kenny for the next several 
laps, but took a spill and dropped well 
back. Meanwhile Presley had been 
moving up and as the white flag 
appeared Presley was less than a half- 
second behind McKenzie.
